These 
three pairs of animal warders of the temple were removed in bSSl and set up 
at some distance from the temple, so as to escape damage in ea.se the temple 
fell. The liorses ami ehgtliaiits are where they were placed, but the lions were 
found to he on the ti.>[) of the Xatamandir then buried under sand. Thev had 
eonse([Uently to be reinow'd and are imw soeii in fr.tnt r«f the eastern 'te[)s 
of the Xatamaiiilir.

The Xatamandir of the Ivonarka temple is. unlike that of the Ibin 
teinph', a separate building, ft is a massive strm-ture with a high jdinrh.

The passage between the Jagamohan and the main temple is .'S'- t 
wide with a door whieh is 4'-d"xS'-.5". The sides of the door are well 
ornamented in the front with figures of darwans, Xag-Kanyas ike., mostly 
bj-oken. The sill of the door is of chlorite and very neatlv ornamented. 
The lintel stone is broken. This was supported on iron beams, nor e.xisting 
now. The front of the pas-age had a Xavagra ha stone :! feet thick. The 
i-atn ing was nice, but now worn out. The stoiie is lying broken. 

The inside of the Jagamohan is a s(|uare room '2X'-',y on nach -idr. 
The walls are divided into plain panels by means of ornamental pilaster- 
i^'.( I X four on each wall, well moulded and with nice female figures. 
TheiH* is only one door on the east lejxding outside. On the north and -outh 
walls there are recesses or windows (>'-4"x(i'-4'' and d -4" high, at a height of 
.'i feet from the floor. The pas.-age is clo.scd by means of three stanchions 
fact'd i.)utside with female hgtires. 

The roof began at a height of when; the conua’s of the '(piare 

room are cut by diagonal stones 1 .■>" thick. Four stones placed one over the 
other reduce the s(piare into a regular octagon. The faces of these stones

OTHER STRECTERES WITHIX THE t'oMPoEXI). 

Of other struetures within the compound onlv 'inall trace' ixanain. 'Uch 
a' a jKjrtion of a hroken wall, or a plinth or some 'tra\' pillar' to mark the 
sites. An old well 7'-()" in diameter still exists toward' the north of the 
•layaniohan. Clo'C to it are traces of a hiiildina which was prohahlv the 
Kitchen ot the y'od. To the north-ea't ol the .laaamohan are two platforni'. 
probably plinth' of some bnlldinas. one !M) x 'll and other 17'x 17'. There 
wa' another now overyTown with a banvan tree. Three 'trnctnre' ean lie 
traced on the south-east side also. Rx-'ide', there wa' a biy o]ien sort of 
buildiny of which some broken jiillars are still standiny. 

The compound has a leiiyth of .S.">7 feet east and west, and a breadth of 
.VI 0 feet. It is euchtsed by a wall 1 t feet hiyh and h'-A" thick. The top 
end(‘d in a co[iing. The entrance to the enclosure was from the east. The 
abutments of the yate-way still exist, but what sort of roof thev supported 
ean not be said. It was probably pyramidal. They eiielosiul a room ll'-H" 
X y --E’ for th(' Durwans or yate-keepers. Th(.‘ ]iassaye on the inner side was 
(i'-7'' wide. This yate-way is built of laterite stone, or at least faced with it. 
On both sides of the gate-way the wall had battlements for a short distance. 

It may also be mentioned here, that in front of rlie main timiple of 
Konarka was a monolithic pillar of chlorite 'tone, cariu iny a tiyure of Aruna, 
the charioteer of the sun. It was taken to Puri by the .Hahrattas and set n[> 
in fi'ont of the Idon's yate of the Puri temjile. It is thus dc'ci'ibed bv T)r. 
Rajenilralal IMitter, “In front of the ea'teru y.ate-way there is an ai’ti'tic oriia- 
nu'iit of marked eleyance and yreat beauty. It is a nionolirliic piUm- of 
chlorite, set on an exi^ni'ite [ledestal of the same matei'ial. Jrs pedestal is 
7 feet y inches square, and (J feet hiyh, the base-tile beiny one foot, and tlu* 
jilinth over it .') feet. The former is plain, the latter i' formed of two tiles, 
with an ornament somewhat resembliny a torus, bnt its edye is flattened 
instead of beiny rounded, and over it there is another series of tiles. The 
carvinys on these are of the most sum])tuous description, the like of which 
lire to be seen no where else in India. As a jiiece of art-Avork tlu'v are fit to be 
compared with the best specimens of the kind in anv part of the countrv- 
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Th(‘ pillar at fir.-t .-'iLz'lir ap])ear< like a fluted coluinu, liut it ha-> not a nuinil 
^haft with flute< eiit oii it. The dt'-iu'ii was the Mpiare, l>ut the anirle' were 
repeatedly cut. 'o a> to produce a sixteen-sided polvgcmal eoluum. It niea- 
sui’C' from the top of the ])liuth to the bottom of the capital io feet '1 inches. 
It has a diameter of i feet, and a circumference of b feet inches. The 
capital is formed of two rinys sarmonnte<l bv a series of lotus petals, and 
covered over by a sipinre tile haviny two rccediiip- tiles over it. The heiyht of 
this ea])ital is '1 feet b inches, and tlie whole is ca[t[>ed by the flg’ure of a 
nionkev squattiny. The measurements yive a total heiyht, frean the yround 
to the toj) of the" capital, of d.a feet S inehes*.” The statue on the top is nf)t 
that of a monkev but of Aruna. the brother of ( lariala who was, it is well known, 
taken out of the eyit in an ineomjilete state by Ifls mother \ inata. So hois 
su[iposed to have winys. but no leys.

like the >un, and tinally yet^ .salvation. Whoever atteiel' at that jilaee of 
the Kaniadeva (yod of love and desires) dnrinit tlie fV'tival in the l>rit;ht halt 
of the month of Chaitra, secures for himself all the henehts mentioned above. 
\\di(jever performs pilm’imaye there at the time of the equinoxes, .soUtice- 
and the like or on Snndavs or Saptaniis, yets Survaloka to live in. ( )n the 
>ea shiire clo>e to the place is the Shi\'adinp'a known as ^h^madeva. bv wor- 
sliippinit whom attains Shivaloka and afterwards ynts salvation. One 

who dies in this Stirva Kshetra. mies to Survaloka and nltimatelv o]»tain' 
Moksha or salvation*. 

The other Ixiok which records the sanctitv of the }ilace in euloirical 
terms is the Kapila Samhita. besides tla* local Mahatnnas and the iMandla 
Panji. Keference has already been mailc to the former in connection with the 
storv of Saml»a which it associates with this place. It does not yT'e the 
name of the ju’esidinu deity, nor says anythin^' of the temple. Besides the 
story of >aml)a, it has the following;- : — " The forest called IMaitreya, was 
duced by the penances of the saye Maitreya. A per.son yoint;’ thcu’eto 
immediately cure.s himself of the frijthtful disease. Those who wish to dwell 
rhen^ without passion and free from ■>in. ha\e their desires fulfilled by the 
lord of (lav. Those who li’ive up their life in the delightful forest of IMaitret a, 
eastin(i’ aside all their sins. re})air to the re.uion of liyht. 'riiose who devoutlv 
Ix'hold the ima,u'e of the sun on a Sunday in the siered abode of Bavi. and 
those who die in the Maitreya forest, attaining imniortalitv and freedom from 
all 'ut(se(piem births, ri'pair to the rey'ion ot tht' Dtous, and (aijox’ eternal 
fecilitv with the 'un. ^\ hoever wor-hips Bhaskara there vith ardent faith 
imiiuM hatel \' tri'cs himself from all •'iii'. and olitaiiis what(n’er he wishes. There 
exists the hop’ pool named Manyala which bestows desirable rewards to u'oils.

The holy places in the K'hetra mentioned in the record.' were the 
following, beside.' the eternal sea : — 

1. Survayanita — now a jiool near Trifieiiiswar about iialf a mih' 
from the tenpile. 

2 . .Alanyala- — a lioly poo! not traceable now. 

3. Slialmalibhanda — a tank still exd'tiiitt alxmt a mile and a half 
nmler the name Similibhamln. 

4. (’hand abhaya — .\ pool near tho sea. the remnant of a 'inall 'tream 
known by the ,':.me naiiie. formerly called (/hitrot[)ala. 

a. Arkavata — A banvan tree near tho soa. the place of which i' now 
marked by a .''hivadinga, known U' Vateswara. 
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We know from the Pari reconP that a regular routine nf daily >er\ ice 
for the wor.-hi}) of tlie deitv wa^ e'tahli>hed. Puija Ananga Bhima I)e\a 
fixed the amounts spent on the worship of the different deities in the K'hetra 
Xaine^ of the daily Bhoga^ or offering.-' to the pi-esiding deity have heeii 
( 1 noted in chapt?r 1. Their order was [rrobably as follows. After getting up 
eai'lv in the niorning the gotf ha<l hi> Panchanndta Snana or a bath in the ti\ (‘ 
hole things (viz., curds, honey, ghee, Ganges water and milk) beside' watcr- 
This was followed bv the Ballabha or Bala Bhoga consisting of some light 
food. After this and befor-e mid-day came the breakfast or Sakala Dhnp 
Bhoga. This was followe<l l)V the pin nci pal meal of the day offer-ed at noon 
and callel Dnijrahar Bhoga. The next med probably a light one was in the 
after-noon and called Dnipahara\akaslra Bhoga. In the evening there wa' an 
Arati (or moving al»out a mauy-wicke<l lamp in fr-ont of the deity) and a light 
re|)ast. the Sandhya Ifhnpa Bhoga. After this the god wore his full drc" 
and ornaments, the ceremony Ireing calleil Badasringara. Then he had the 
eveiiing dinner, called Baja Bhoga. 

Gf the festivals at the place mention has lieeii made in the Mandla 
Panji of \'2 datras, besides a fesrival on the 7th day of the bright foi-tnight of 
Magh. X ames of the Jatras have not been given and I do not mean to gnc" 
them oirt. The Ka[)ila Samhita imaitions a Bathajatnr at the ]>lace. The 
Pi-ahma Parana tells us of a -latra evideirtly the chief one at the tina-. raking 
[)lace in the brigfit half of Cliaitra ( March- April). 

Batha datni — This wa', as will be shown in a snb'Cipient cliaptci'. 
a Buddhistic festival to coinmc iior.atc Ibaldha's return fi-oin hi' pai-k jii'i 
before he nuii'e-d from the world. The event took place on the full nioon-dax 
of Phalgi 7 na. the Holi or Dolajatni day. [u ( fi'is'a the fe'Cis al is now ob- 
' 1 ‘iwed liN' carrying imag’es of gods fi’om jila'-e to place amid't great I'ejoicings, 
The g'od Konarka was probably seated in a well-derointed chariot and carried 
about in a erand procession. 1 he Bathajatra at Puri is probably the 'anie 
(■('lebnition. but the date i.s quite <liftereut. viz., the ihid day of tin* bright half 
of Ashadlia (dune-duly). 

Chaitra Jatra — on the Sthd.ay of tlie bright half of ( 'haitra. This appears 
to have been starte<] subsequently during the Himln period in imitation 
of rh" Batha Jatra at Bhubaneswar. They forgot that the festival at that place 
was the 'anie. 1 though differing in ilate.). a' tlr- Batha -latra of Konarka. and 
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'farrcil rhc new celeljratioii with all '-pleiidoui- to coinixtre 'with that at Blml)a- 
iie-war. A wjd Kauioswar wa-- -et u[> to who-e tciii|ile the nod Koiiatka 
oi- hi' proxy wa' taken and prohahly iea'ted in the 'anie wav a' the ]irox\' nt 
Linpi-lhija entertained at Bhul)ane''wai- in the tenpile of liame.'war there. 

i\ran'ha Saptanh festival — Thi' i' the only fe'tival 'fill held at the 
])laee. (Jn the <>th day e)i' the hriyht half of the month of i\Ian’ha (dannaiw- 
1‘eliruary) a yreat crowd oi pi'ople eolleets (in the ( 'handrahhan'a. and pa"e' 
the niyht there in sinyiiiy' and inerrinient. Veiw earlv next niorninn’ a hath 
i' taktni in the sacred pool and peoph* yo and 'tand on the 'ca heaeh elo'C In- 
to watch the sun-ri'C. It is a yrand 'iyht to see on the beach the biy erowii 
nninberiny not h“" than tweiirv thoii'aiid per'Oii'. old and voiinn'. 'onie 
roliekiny and runniny with the waive', ''inie throwiny there 'tick' into the 'ca 
to yet them back and to wotaler how the yrand and maynanimoiis Samndra 
doe' int care to kee|) anybody'' rhiny-': others, more '(.■rioii', rc'-itiny iMantru' 
in honour of the rc'plendent ••([ner of the da\'.'' A' the time of Min-ri'e 
approaehe'. the expectant eyc' are dir. eted towards the ea'tern hori/on. and 
freijiient shout' of -lava fvietorv) minyh.-il with the roar of the waves heiyhten 
the iiitere't of the eerenioiiy. All of a 'iidden an eyy-'haped ball of crimson 
red colour appears U' if junqiiny fri.'in the 'ca. an<l eric' of -lava forSurxa 
Abiravana fill the air. The ball yi-adually take' it' circular form and siion 
after covers the whole eoiintiw with a y'ohlen-eolonreil liyht. Tlu‘ people bow 
to Iiha'kara the yivi'r of liyht and then leave the place to yo ni the tem])le rif 
Konarka. Here in former dav' tluw worshipped the deitx'. but now they ]iay 
lioinaye sinipU to the Xavayrahas or the nine planet' on the architrave stone 
from the eastern door-way of the temple. Some shops of swi-etmeats and 
other [irettv thiny's are also opened for the occasion. The whole affair ends 
bv the after-noon of the same day (Sajitami). 

This festi\-al seenis to have oriyinated here as no where else any thiny 
like it is obser\-eil. At Hhubaneswar the [iroxy of the Liny-Ka j is taken on this 
dav to the Bha'kare'War e\-ideiitl\- to oli'Ciwe, a' 'aereil. the day ot celebration at 
Konarka. The eerenion\- i' not mentioned in the Brahma Ibirana. a liook of a 
date earlier than thi.‘ Nth eenturv .\.i).. ami 'O nni't ha\e 'firted aftei’ tint date. 
Kapila Samhita aUo does not mention the fc'tival. It i' very proliable that the 
festival was created 'oon after the eoii'truetion ot the present teiipile i >1 
Ivonarka. the Black Bayoda. in order to 'pre-id the tame and 'aitetity of the new 
edifice. About w hat time thi' wa' done will be diseu"ed in a 'ub'ei|uent ehajiter. 



CHAPTER V. 


EVOLUTIOX UF TF.MPLFS IX XOFTH IXDIA. 


^Tf^H F Temple ( )f Knnarka like other temples in ()ri><a wa> hnilt in the 
style e>f the Xortheni Hindu temple^. There are no older temjilt ' 
^ of the type existing in Xorthern India with which to compare it. 
hnt tunoni’>t the later temples, there are a yood man\' \\hich either 
hy their close similarity to the ()ri^>an tem]>les. or their develojied form, 
-how a common parentaye. The temple of Madan Mohan at Hrindahan 
(Muttra), the Chitrayupta temple at Khajraha (near dhansi ), the Mausoleum 
of Holkar Family in Indore, the daiii temjdes at <drnar and Sonaeir. ami 
many cithers present the same style of construction as the teiiijiles in ( )ri-sa. 
One of the chief developments, it will appear, con-ists in the form of the tem- 
ple. yrowiny more and more taperiny. While in (Jrissaii Temples, the dimen- 
sions of the top of the shaft (main touer) helow the Amla ^■ar\• verv little 
from those at the ]ilinth. the ditferenee is very coiisiderahle in the more 
modern examples. One of the main features of the mouldinys on the l)od\- of 
these temples is a series of miniature temjiles jilaeed one above the other, 
between the upper horizontal moiddiuy and the .Vmla. in other words on the 
battered portion. These miniature temples are very indistinct in older ttauple-. 
and have yradually lieeii improved in later examples, so that in modern stna - 
tures they appear as turrets projeetiuy all roumi the shaft. As a eon-eipiemv 
of this attempt to show out thes<‘ superpo-ed miniature temples, the shaft ha- 
yradually assumed more iuid more tajieriny form, for there beinu' ^■er\- little 


batter oriyiiially in the body of the temple, whatever i- ailde<l to the miniature 
temples to show them out more distinctly, must be taken a\\a\ from the main 
body. As an example it maybe mentioned that the Iiaja-Iiani Temple at 
Bhulianeswar. which shows its miniature temples verv distinetlv has m,t 
more tajieriny ajijiearanee than atiy of the other tetnjiles in the same loealitx 
As the shaft yradually as.sumed a tajieriuy form, the Amla has uraduallv 
diminished in size, and in the modern temjiles at Benares and other jilaee- in 
I jijier India we find it little biyyer than the Kala-a. ami in fact so small that 
it i- made of metal with the latter. 
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\\\‘ thu> >e(_‘ liow the inodern temple of rjtpei’ India with a ennical 
h inn of -hafr ha< evolved from the older form of Xorthern Hindu temple' 
a' e\i<rinu' in < )ri>sa. al'O Avith the more or le<s taperinit form, it i>. to a certain 
extent. po''il)l«‘ to tell the relative antirpiitv of these temple<. I )n the 'aTiit* 
eoii.'ideration it maA' not jterhaj).'. be (mt of place to >ay that the taller a temple 
]iroportionatel V is. therebv a])])earinjr more taperine'. the more recent it inii.'t 
be. a' compared with the one more >tunted. taking of cour>e that the art i^ 
in its ]iroere>.'i\e ^tay'e. The temple of Bha'kera>vvar .at Bhiibane>war i' 
eertaiidv older than the Linoa raj or any other temple at BhubaiicsAA-ar. Dr. 
Uajendralal Mitter comes to the same conclusion, although on different yround'. 
For the 'ame reason I should put the Parasurameswar as older than the 
Linyaraj. Feryusson i' of the 'ame opinion, althouyh Dr. Uajendralal is not 
so. oAviny to the kni'li ornamentation be^toAved on the temjtle. It is a pitv 
the shaft of th(‘ main temiile of Konarka docs not exdst now. as it would have 
yiven U' an imjiortant link in the development of these interestiny structures. 

Tt appears more difficult to find out how the dayaniohan or Porch of 
the Orissan temples has developed. In modei’u temple' of Upper India 
rhes(‘ ])orches are not necessary a])pendayes. At Khajr.aha Ave have yot one. 
in Avhich the pyi'juiiidal .slaipe of the roof takes a more i-ounded form, the 
Paida style, or step like form, seems to be ch.anyiny into the Bekha stvle. 
in Avhich the A'errical lines are more prcaninent than the hori/ontal. It is not 
unlikely that the pyramidal roof after assuminy more and inore iMunded form, 
wa' replaced bv the dome. Avhich Ave see in juanv of the modern teni])les. 
'fheir heavv projectiny (ornicc' aiil the conjecture. 

So far A\e haw di'alrwith the deA'clopniiait of the old form of the 
Xorrhern Hindu Temjile' as existiny in ( fi’issa. into the modern stvlc'. The

The massiA'eiK'as of these tenijiles, and the p\ raniidal shape of their 
porchc'.

CHAPTER VI. 


AlJCHTTErTUKE OF THE TEMPLE OE KOXARKA. 



HE teiii|ile of Konarka adinittodly tho be^t of all the temples in ()ri»a- 
It repre';enr> the culmination of the art. It is only the tenijile which 
tiniE a dc'cription in the work of Ahnl Fazl, and has. in the words of l)r. 


Hunter, " A’run»- an unwillinif tribute even from the iM(thammedans.'' 


Its tine traceries and m I’oII work, tho beautiful ami natural cut of its animal- 


and human tiuure-. all u'ive it a superiority over other temples, but the chief 
(piality in which it far excels the others, is its desiyn and architectural details. 
It is this merit, which struck with amazement, as mentioned bv Abnl Eazl. 
critics ditHcult to please. It has u'ot an expression, itot to be found in anv of 
the other temples, sucli that any one who beholds it is. simultaneou-lv with 
one's fetdiny the beauty of its u-race, awed Iiv its sublime majestv and uraiidenr. 
We know that this sublimity is attained by an impression caused bv a bnildiiu: 
of its strength and durability, by keeping- up its form and desio-n amon«' the 
numerous ornamental details, liy introducing varietv on the principle of 
(■(Tiitra-t. iiisteail of gradation, so us to have the best plav of liitht and -hade, 
and liy avoidiup- anything that mars any of the above objects. These object- 
have been carefully kept in view by the builder of the Konarka temple. In 
coiupariup the arcliltectures of India ami Ep'vi)t, T. Burv writes : — 


•• The essential ])rinciples of their composition and sculpture are totalU 
diffenait ; in that of Epy[)t the chief character is the uuinterrupte<l soliilitv 
of th(‘ masses, to which the enrichment is subservient, whereas in that of India 
th(‘ principal form is lost in the perplexity of the (nmaments, which so coiu- 
jiletely pre{)onderate as to destroy the scale, and project withitut anv con-i- 
deration to the general effect. In the former, even the smallest editices are 
graml. whereas in the latter the unmeaning sub-division of its parts (dve- an 
air of littleness to those of the largest dimensions; there can scarce! v be a 
greater contrast than the extreme solidity of tho one with the total al)-(‘nce 
of its ap])earauce in the other.’’

altou'ether. this hnilding" may, as far as my experien<’e ,U''>e', he eoii'idereil 
a' one of the verv best specimens of Indian arehiteetnre as an exterior, though 
in Upper India there are interiors infinitely finer. There is altogether 
so much consonance in the {larts and ap[)ro]iriatenesv in the details, that the 
effect of the whole is particularly eharming. In speaking' however thus in its 
jiraise. I must he understood to limit that n.) its effect a' au arti'tic archi- 
tectural composition, for the sculpture -that covers the wall', not the roof, 
is o'enerallN' had in design and executimi. and of an ohseenity of ex]>rcssion 
which it is impossilile to (h'serihe, * ^ however, so completeK 

sulxjrdiuate to the architecture, that this defect is not jierceiveil in conti'in- 
jilatin"' the hnilding at such a distance as enables cme to grasp it as a \\hole^'." 

Below I mention briefly certain points of merit in the Konarka temple^ 
•ind comparing them with other temple', show that it is really sU|K'rior 
architecturally to the latter. 

Kii'st of all comes the ]>linfh, which being of a suitalile heighi 
and leavin'*' a regular berm all rouii'l goes the structure an a]>[)eai’anee of 
soliditv and stateliness. This necessary memljer has been omitted in many 
of the temi'les. dTie Lingraj temple at Bluibaneswar has not got it. At Puri 
there is a plinth, but so irregular and broken uj) as to be tiseles'. 

Pdchlv ornamented as the Konarka temple is. it keeps up its s'piare 
form, as has iih-ca'lv tieen said, from the ])rmth up to the roof. Ornamental 
panels cut up the walls no doubt, but they are (|uite subordinate to the general 
desi'ni and arc not allowed to encroa'-h upon the form, as is the cas(‘ in other 
temples. Like other temples, thi' one is aUo Paiich-rathi. i.e.. each of it' face 
is divided into five jiart' by means <>1 two-lold projections, but while in the 
former temple' these jjrojections tend to give tla* appearance of a curvatun- 

PicUires^ue liiustrati'jns uf aniisi.t architect are in Hin

tained. Bv these means the buihler of tlie Koiiarka temiple Inm managed 
to avoid the appearance of fiekleiuxs noticeable in other tianplc'. and ha' ln-eii 
able to .'how what maybe termed “ breadtli ” whicli i' 'o very e^'caitial to 
nobleness in a .'tructnre. On the 'nbject of thi'. ” breadth 11 U'kin write' : 
■‘the relatiye maje.'ty of bnildinif.'' dejiends more on the wei^'ht and yiy'onr 
of their niaS'C' of eyerythimr, of Indk, of liirht, of darkne>.'. of colour, not mere 
.'Um of any of the:^e, fmt breadth of them, not broken liu'ht nor scattered 
darkne.'S. nor diyiiled weight, bnt solid .'tone, broml .'un.'liine. 'tarlc" 'hade. ' 

Of the lino' of cornices als<.i we see full length' vyith appro]iriate 
ornamentation, wliile in those in Ihiri tem[)le (-lagaiiKahan) so many di'propor- 
tionate projection' haye betm giyen. that they pre.simt (]uite an nnjileasing and 
untidy a[ipearance. 

The three 'tructures on the three 'id.-' of the main tennple which 
formed coyered platforms in front of tlie three statues of the sun. and the 
nortliern of which contained the drain from the tcmjile, were an ingenins part 
of tlie design. Tliey gave soli(lit_y to the main tempk'. wliicli. being a tall 
narrow shaft would appear weak otherwise. The'e have been omitted in the 
tem[)lo at Bhubaneswar, and are n'clc'.sly too small at Puri. As a matter of 
fact the tall shaft of the Puri temple doe' ap[ieai- as if needing si.inie support. 

The ])lay of light and shad.e on the Oris.'aii teiipile' is excellent gene- 
rally. and on the Black Pagoda it is jiarticularly chaimiing. Tt jiroducC' a 
brilliant and sparkling effect which Fergiis'on contcs'C' he had almo't neyer 
seen equalled, d’his is due to the symmetry and uniformity which lam 
througluaut the structure, without being allowed to grow monotoniais. Each 
of the mouldings encinle the whole of the buihling almost, but its continuity 
is broken by approjiriately ilc'igned yertical mouldings or breaks, thus pro- 
ducing a diyei'sity in uiiifiarmity, bc'idix ])ringing out prominently the moulding 
by casting dark line' of shadow. Che yertical jiikoters are inyariably sepa- 
rated by horizontal baud', which .are in their tniai divi<led up yertically by the 
general projection and receiling 'if tlu‘ surface of the stjaictuna h et. a' lai' 
already been Slid. th(‘ form i' not lo-t. and the uniformity which perv adi ' the 
building, is fully pia’ceiyial through (he di\er'it\- and varieiy introiluc n! to 
break the nionot<jny. 
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About tlu- ettVct of tile breaks nieiitionetl above a' reu'anl-' liniit aiel 
-liaile, Mr. H. H. Locke, of the Govenmieut School of Art. < alciitta. wrote in a

Besore leaviny this subject 1 may mention the liea\ \' mouldiny beneath 
the cornice of the Jay'iimohan, and the part it plav' in prodiiciny the conti'a't 
between the heavy cornice iind lower structure, d'he cornice beiny liori/ontal 
( I’aida stylej aial the lower structure made of vertical ])ila'ter' (producinya 
Uekha style), the two thiny' were nearly di"imilar, and there could ha\ e been 
no contrast, but for thi' mouldiny. which connects the two dis'iniihir st\'les. 
Followiny every projecrion and deprc"ion of the pila'tei's. it ayix'es with the 
lower structure, and beiny it'clf a horizontal mouliliny it yoes with tlu’ 
cornice.

The architecture of the Xar-^fandir is however dilfenait. X^ot miK 
are it' divi>ion' of the ]ilinth and wall.' arranged differeiitlv from tho'c 
in the main temple, hut the elfeet of liyht and .'hade is much inferior. The 
'(piare form of the huildiny Ita' hi'eii kept at the expense of the varied pro- 
jectioii^ and rece"!.'' 'o eharininy in the main temple. It eoU'eipieiitly pre'ent' 
a ilat ap[iearauce. ' he Imildiny Is Paneh-rathi but with verv slioTt jiro- 
jeetioii'. 

It may however be mid that although it does iKit eome to the >tandard 
of the main temple of Koiiarka, it i>. with it' chaste desiyn. a statelv plinth 
and a rea'onable berm. 'Liperior t<.) many other reliyimis structure.' of ( )i‘i"a. 
'Idle dc'ieii of it' pillar' is ditfereiu from tho'C in the main temple. Thev are. 
unlike tlie latter, eirculai' in sis-tion. The capital is .sijuare. ddie gradual wa\- 
in ivluidi in takc' this form with appropriate mouldinys is really very inyeniu'. 
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capTious critic, iviiiarks tliat it ^cciii' uiiaccoinitalilc in an ai;c w lien the ardii- 
lect' oliTiousIy po.'se'scd some taste and skill, and were in nio..t ( a'C' 
particularly lavi'h in the use of sculjUural oruaniciit. that 'O little [laiii' 
should have heeii taken with the dec(jration and hnl'hinir of thi' 'acred and 
stupendous edihee. It is not. however, in the detail, hut the onrline. the 
proportions and every aiTanyenient of the tein]ile slow that the art in Tln> 
[irovince at hw't had recei\'ed a fatal downward inijictU' from which itnexer 
recovered. ^Vyain : Besides tlie ah>encc ol detail ah'eaiK' remarked upon, 

the outline of its vimana is totiilly devoid of either that solemn soliditv of the 
earlier exanpiles. or the e-race that cliaracterised those suhseijiienth' erected, 
and when we add to this that w hite- wash and paint ha\ e done their woi'st 
to add vule-arity to forms already sufficiently ungraceful, it will easil\- he 
understood that this, the most fanaiiis. is also the incist disa[>pointinL;' ot 
northern Hindu temples. As may he seen h’oin the ]>recedine' illustration, 
the parts are so nearly the same as those found in all the old temples at 
llhuhaiieswara. that the diffeivnee could hard!\' he e\pres..ed in words, even 
tlie wood-cut. however, is sufficient to show how chane'ed thev are in elfect. 
hut the huildiiut itself shouhl he seen fully to appreciate the ilen'radation 
that has taken place.’ Dr. Bajemlralal, e\'ideiuly Avith the impression 
that the temple of Konarka is a later cinstruction than that of Puri, does nor 
accept the theory of decay in art. and assio-,is the comparati\-el v inartistic look 
of the latter only to the plastering and w hite- wa'hine- done to the temjile. 
c(.)veriu,e- almost the whole (.)f its sculpture. It is riaie the plaster and white- 
wash have done a yood deal towards making the huildine- ,|o-]v. hut the\ 

cannot account for the tvant of grace, solidity and stateliness, nor for the 
appearance of clumsiness in the structure, d'hese are architectural defects, 
defects of design and of working out its essential jiarts, as distiiiu'iiished from 
ornamentation and minor scul[)tural details, and show inferioritv of archi- 
tecture. 


That there has been a real degeneration of the art can at once be seen 
from a com]iarison with the main temple of Konarka. of its Xat-Mandir 
which was. as a matter of course, built some time after the temj.le. The Puri 
Panji recorils no construction at Konarka after the time of Raja Nano'roo 
Xarsing Deva. so if the Xat-Mandir is his work, the temple of Jagannatli l.iiilt 
less than a centmw previously, must have shared the degenei-ation referred to. 
Its construction can not be placed in die progressive period between the te nples 
of Bhub meswar and Konarka. as it is inferior to l.oth these te uplcs in desimu

Mitter ill liis work " Imki Arvan-'." It may simply 1 le mentioned here 


that a' in architecture, so iu sculpture the temjile of Konarka excek 


all other tem]ile> in (Jris>a. The licautiful desic-ns in serolk and traceries 


are all so tinelv and neatly worked out. that some of them may not look coarse 


even if made iu jfold. There is a marketl superiority in representations of 
veitetahle ainl animal life. In showing the latter, the sculptors of Konarka 
lenpile have followed nature metre faithfully than tile artists of any of the 
other tenpiles. The elephant is particularly well carved in a lot eif different 
positions. The figure of the lion is raiher c<mventional and ipiite unlike the 
real animal, as in all other temples of Orissa. Amongst human tiguros 
the fairer sex is much hetter shown than the male, and some of those ffguros 


are real tvorks of art. The Hindu ideal of heauty may (.lifter in certain re'pei.ts 
from that of other countries, hut rloOs m.it make much difference in a reall\- 


licautiful cars’ing. The figures of go(ls are g.'uerally without an \' expression 
on their face, hut in (.'tlicr carvings, especially of chlorite stone, feelings and 
emotions are pretty fairly exjircssed. The ha-diful joy of Sita at her marriage, 
and the (lelight of her comrades, the attentive less of disciples to the machings 
of their religious teacher, can all be seen on tlie faces of the figures. 


One thing is no doulit wanting. Xo muscles of human hodv are shown 
which make the <lrcek male figures so charming. This is due to the sculptors 
])urely copying nature instead of making their own ideal from her best 
pr(jdu(.'ti(.)ns. In India, wc know, IJajas and well-to-(lo persons generallv 
possess robust bodies and their muscles do not dcvch.ip so well. In (.nlicr 
respects the proportions of the body are nicely and artistically selected. The 
figures in the Xatmandir dift'm’ a little in res[»ect of proportions of the bodv. 
These are rather stouter than the figures on the main temple and the temple of 
^layadevi, which are a bit more slender. The s(.‘ul[iture of the Xatmandir 
is also a little inferior in execution.

I .'hoitld tliink. meant to 1 k> it'- cliief fmicti m. ddie verv name Amla 'which i' 
an al iore\ iation of Aniat'a-Shila. -how^ that it wa^ a 'tone ( 'hihi) which kept 
the hiiilding 'afe (Amar.t). More i\er die introd leti- >n of another much 
heavier meniher. the Sri. helow the Amla in jiyramidal roof' (like that of the 
dagamohan) wliich i-eipiire to he weighted more heavilv than the roof of the 
towel-. proN'C'i that the huilders were fully alive to the nece"itv of weight 
on the top of eorhelled out 'rrucrurc'.

It i'. how- 
ever. creditahle to the smith' of the time that tla-v could manijmlate 'iich 
lieaxw masses in their forge', d hat the ln-aiii' were made with molten iron 
poured o\ er faggot' of the 'aiiie meial. a' mentioned in l\Ir. ( •'Malle\-'- 
tiazetteer I page ih.’i). appears to he imjirohalile. a' the iron i' not ca't iron 
ami it was im|ios'ihle at the time (o melt wrought iron. 

.\liout the c 'ii'truction of tlie'c hig temples it Iri' heen 'urmi'Cil that 
a' the Work progres'cd. the iii'iile ami out'ide of the 'truerurc' were eo\'ered 
with sand, and long ramps were made all round, 'o that the materials could he 
taken to the height where tliiw were reipiired. After the whole huilding wa' 
thus completed the sand from iii'ide as well a' outside w'U' renio\'ed and the 
'tructure exjio'cd. ddii' is to e.xjilaiii how the huge nia"es of 'tone could he 
rai'cd to such height' without the use of craiic'. 1 he pre'ciiee of a numher 
of 'and mound' round about Koiiarka and i'liri i' taken a' a pi'.iof of ihe

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rheiirv. I don’t think thit on a sandy slioi-e where sand alwa\ s drii’te[) 
from one place to another the pre'ence of mounds <foes to ])ro\e anvthiny. 
Besides at Bhut)aneswar we do not find any traces of these hio- mmp^. Thei'e 
i' no doubt that some sort of ramps or staging must have been made to rai'c 
the heavy stones, but there is hardly anythinit to show that the whole of tlu' 
structure was covered both outside and inside with sand to proceed with the 
work. It is almost impossible that people who could desiyu such yrand struc. 
tures and have used stones some of which are several tons in weiyht brino-ino- 
them from a distance of several miles, knew no better means of raising the stones 
than a lony slopimt road made t(j reach the top of the work and which as the 
work pnpoTessed had to be raised continually. The u^e of the sim})le machine^, 
lever, pulley &c. were, I think, known to the ancient ])eople. and a]»plyinix their 
principles and assisted by a lot of labour, which was very cheap, if not forced, 
they could manage to get the stones up, without going to tlie tedious and 
slow process of sand filling as mentioned alx)ve. 

Stones used on works have been dressed fiitely, ljut the bond has not 
l)een given so much care as it deserved in a structure without mortar. Iron 
clatnps and dowels have been used to keep the stones together.

The pr("ence of a yreat mimber of ele]»hants — there i> even one in the 
centre of the Uatnabedi (Siidiasui) — i' ati indication of Ihiddhi'tii; inHuenee. 
The Buddhist> held the elejdiant a' >aerod, and its rigure.s are found on alnio't 
all their sacred >tracture'. Even on the casket coiitainiipc; Buddha's aslies. 
taken out from the ruiii' of the Stupa of Ktini'hka iliM'overed the other dav 
near Pe>h:iwar. the seal bore the mark of an elej)hant. The .^torv is that 
ju't before the birth of Budilha. hi' mother dreamt tliat a white elephant 
entered her womb; >o the animal warn regarded holy.

In < )ris.si. the Bauddhas and their saints held ou until the lltlm en- 
turv .\.i).. and the public liad not altoyether lo>t faith in their renet^ Ac. 
A nice story of how they left the [ilaca' is told in the IMadla Panji, in the 
account of the reiyn Baja Mmlana Mahadeva of (dmya Vaiislia. The Rani 
of Raja Madana Mahadeva. heariny that Bauddha Saints liviny in the Dhaull 
and other rocks could tell events of past, present and futun* bv their medi- 
tation, asked the Baja one <lay to entertain thcmi. The Baja thereupon siid 
she sliould iKit care for them as they dhl not believe in yods and were yene- 
rallv inferior to the Brahmans. The Rani not ayreeiny. it was settled that 

both Bauddhas an<l Brahmans be sent for to a])pear at a test. The\- w i-r,- 

accordinylv called and asked to say what there was in a pot. the month of 
which was closed and into which the Raja had a snake put licfore hand, 'f'lie 
Bauddhas bv their meditation said there was a snake in the pot. bur the 
Brahmans said it contained only ashes. The cover was opened and the pot 
was found to c. mtain ashes and no snake. The Raja thereupon ordered the 
Bauddhas to be beheailed. Tltey protested that what thev said was a fact, 
and it was only bv the I'urse of the Bralunans that the snake was turned into 
ashes.

I am not -mv. if the Buddhi-t- did ever repre-ent the Xiiwana hv a female 
eominw to Buddha, and a< there i- iiothinw to -how the holine-s of rhe tree, 
the -uwwe-tion i- hardlv (•itrrohorated*. 

It may -how a very di-tant (if anv) influenee of Buddhism, prohalilv 
of the later ry|)e. which had a lot of witchcraft and mv-teriou- wor-hip 
attached to it.

Ex'en if we take these indecent figures as 'Civinc nie 
indication of the reliuo n- \ lews of the build.er of the temple, it points to the mvstic Bama-.Marua 
or leftdianded Shaivism, rather than t.i the Waishnava doctrine of rthakti or love. It is i ener.ailv 
suppi. sec that t.ie Barna .Marga iorin of t'ne Ihintnc xv .isinp is a l.ator f .rrn of S'naivism but it i- 
rcculcitea e\- u in the Vt.i.rrva Ve la, tho igii Bn.MMsni gi'.e an impetus to it 
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('lephaut'. TIie<t‘ ti^’iires are de-^iji'netl simply t(j -Iidw the v ictory of Sliaivi'iii 
mider the Ke^ari Ic.iju' apjvropriatelv represented by a lion over the Buddhism, 
i-epreseiited hv elephant. Similar tiyure> are seen on the tem])le of Bhuhano- 
war. a> also on other tem])les l)iiilt by Ivesari Bajas.. The faith to w hich 
the temjile belonged was therefore probably Shaivism, more or le>> of Tantric 
form, of which mvwticism was still lin_i>vriti*>-, although the terrific forni' of 
W(jrshi}> hail ceased to exist. For we find no representations of any huinaii 
or other sacrifices, no tiyures of the fdood-thirsty Chanuinda, no AyhorayhaTita 
readv to take an innocent life to please the tierce ffoddess. “ robeil in elejihaiit 
hide with a necklace of skulls, whose fmt, while dancing in the Court of Shiva 
spuru' the earthh" globe and makes the tortoise su]i])orting' it reel and thi' 
egg of Brahma tremble^." 

The figures of lion upon elephant are now indiscriminately used on the 
temples, without knowing the real motive of the designer, and it may be argued 
that their presence on the Konarka temple does not. therefore, prove coiuiu- 
sivelv its being a Shivite temple. It may as well belong to one of the other 
four sects of the Hindus, viz.. \'aishnava. Shakta. (ianjiateya and Saura. 
To determine this it is nece"ary to examine the figmvs and statue' of gods 
&c. that have come out from the debris or are still on the temple. 

(')f Cauesha no statue has l)cen found excepting a vei'v sni.-dl one 
in sand-stone. The same may be said of Durga, for excejiting in tlit* 
Kameswar scene as Mahisha'hur Mardani she does not a])pear in anv 
of her forms. The sects Avorshipping these deities may therefore be safelv 
left out of consideration. Of the f'auras or worshijipers of the sun. it inaA’ be 
said that excepting perhaps the Aryans of the Vedic times, and Haga Brah- 
jnaiis of olden times mentioned in the Puranas. they newer existed as an 
indcgiendeiit sect. vvorshij>ping the sun exclusive of other gods or even in 
preference to some of the more important gods, ddie sun is a god common t > 
all the sects, but his worship never a"umed a magnificent form with urand 
temple*' and gorgeou' jatra'. So although the Black Pagoda is dedicated 
to the sun and to all appearance built in the name of that deitv. we must seek 
the faiilder not in the Saui’a 'cct. but in the remaining two sects, viz.. Shaiva 
and \ aishnava. and one of thtar g )d' in the form of the Sun.

The small temple of Mavadevi to the sonth-west of the main temple 
aho pi’C'ents similar forms and leaiU to the same conclusion.

f HEIvE i.s not such a u’ciicral a”Teeiueiit ainoiiufst iiutii[u:u’iau> a> rcLiai’iE the 
huil'ler and the date of Koiiarka temple. a> there i- in the ea>e of rlie 
temples of Bluihaneswar and Jau’annath. The Puri record.-, or rathei- 
the abrldu-ment of them that has been ]»ublished. have been taken 
implicitly a.- correct in the ease of the latter temples, and the .sime would have 
happened a> reyard- Ivonarka temple, had it not been for Abul Fazl recordinu' 
a different date, and Feryussoii tiniling- in the architecture of the dayaniohan of 
Konarka temple a different material from what tvas ])os-ible at the time 
recorded (jf its e(.instruction in the so-called abridynnent of the Mandla Panji. 
Prom the extract given in Clun)ter T, it will be seen that the ]>ublish(‘(l veivion 
of the Panji is not very reliable. The information su])p]ied bv the Panji itself 
is also so imperfect and meagre .-ometimes, that it can not but be taken 
with great cautiitn. In the ca-e of the Puri temple, for instance, the abridifiia'iit 
says that it was built entirely by Ihija Anangabhima Deva. while the Panji 
records it to ha\e been started by Bararangabhima Deva. grand-father of 
Anangabhima Deva. in whose time the building wa.- comjileted. A co]i])er plate 
in.'cri^ition of the time of Nrisinha Ik'va IE, dated lidlb howe\er. >how> 

that both of them are incorrect. It menti(ms the Puri temple as beinit' the 
work of Kaja Choda Ganga or Gangeswar, iii words which indicate that, at the 
time this record was made, the tem|)le was taken as the work of his ])rede- 
cessors. It says, what person is there who is capable of erecting a temple, 
fit for the dwelling (T that great Being ])er\'ading the whole uniwi’sic who-e 
feet arc this world, whose navel i- the Hrmament. whose ear- are the ten 
directions, w ho,-e eyes are tlu* .-1111 an<l the moon, and whose hea<i is the waaler 
heaven f In consideration of this it seems that the kinifs who preceded 
Chodagatiga did not take in hand the erection of a temple to Pnrushottama. 
but Gangeswara built itf .

Tin- ver-ion has notwith.-tandiny. been fully relied upon in the ca-e 
of the Black Bayoda liy Stirliny, Dr. Hunter and Rajendralal Mitter, and 
latelv bv iMr. Marsha l, Director D -n -ral of Arch eolof v and the late Dr. Bio. h. 
<)nlv Feryiisson. -eeiny that he could not reconcile the fact of the architecture 
of the Black Bayoda beiny of a later date than the Puri temple, declines to 
acco[it the authenticity of the records as ])ublished. He .say-s, ” Complete 
a- this evidence, at first siyht. a[i[»ears. T have no hesitation in pnttiny it aside, 
for the sim[ih‘ iva'on that it -eems impossible — after the erection of so deyraded 
a sp(;cimen of the art as the temple of Puri (a.d. 117-1) — the style ever could 
have revested to anythiny so l>eautiful as this. Tn yeneral desiyn and detail 
it is so similar to the dayamohan of the yreat temple at Bhubaneswar that 
at first siyht 1 should lie inclineil to place it in the .same century, but the 
details of the tower e.vhibir a proyres- towards modern form- which is un- 
mistakable, and render a difference ol daft* of f'.\'o or po.— ibly of three centuries 
more probiible.

the (pieen, who built it. mention- the name of her husband, I dyalaka, and six 
of his unce-tors, lint neither he nor any of them are to be fotmd in the li-t- 
('xcept the fir-t. •Iannicja\a. and it i- doubtful whether e\en he tva- a Kesari 
kinv or the hero of the iMahabharata. Tn all thi- uncertainty we have really 
nothinit to yuide us liut the architecture, and it- te-timony is -o distinct that 
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it doei not apjicar to me doulrtful that this temple really l>el'>im> tn rlu' latter 
halt of the hth eenturv*". 

With the aeeounts of tlie temple yiveii in the .Mandla hanji aial eUe- 
tvhere. tvhieh ha\’e heen ipioted ah'>\-e ami with the ^tate of reliyiim. architec- 
ture t'ce. as shown hv the temple, it will now he po-^ihle to >av with urfater 
certainty who was the builder of the Koiiarka temple and about what time 
the construction was taken up. ] deal with these one bv one. .'tartiny witli 
Ain-i-Akbari. 

Abul Fazl savs that the temple was 7dll vears old in his time 
and erected bv Abirsiidia Dova. This date carries the cou'-truction to aiioiit 
the latter half of the hth century, when the Ivesari llajas were ruliny in ( )ris>a. 
As ]>ointed <.)Ut in the foot-note on paye lb Abul fbizl called XarsiidiaiUoa 
a Ke-ari Raja. The list publishe 1 of Kesari Rajas docs not yive the name 
Xarsiidia. and Feryusson had to show by a reference to the inscri]>tion relatiny 
ti) the BrahmC' war temple at Rhubane-war that the list was im])erfeet. That 
it is so. is shown by the fact that each of the two lists of the Kesari Raja^ 
yiven in the Mandla Ranji has th ■ name Xaf'iidia. one niakiny him tlu' :lihid 
and the other Mdnl Raja in the line. However, as no mention has been made 
in the Panji of this Raja buildiny a temple, it apja-ars ])robable that the 
informant of .\bid Fa/.l. n<)t knowiny the name of the Kesari buildei' and 
haviny in his memory tin* name of Xbu’-iidia Deva of the Ranyetie dviumtv 
who had also the fame of haviny built a temple at Konarka. ya\ e the latter 
as the nanu' of the Kesari Raja who l>uilt tin* temple of Konarka. Dr.

The IMandla Panji says that the temple of Konarka was erected bv 
Purandara Kc'ari. XO date is yiven. but he was dOth on the list of 44 Kesari 
Rajas who ruled for (ifO year^. and we can approximate! v calculate his time 
to be about ddd vears bd'ore the close of the dvnastv. Pin Mlamuma or ( lam’-e- 
History of tile In-iiaii ctiid Ibasttrn arciiltecluie, l 420. 
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sw.'ir who 'Uccee'Ieil to tlu; throne nftei’ the Kc^iiri (h'lia-tv. came to ( )ri'>a ahoiir 
the vear 1 100 A.n.. >o Piiramlara Re.^ari was nilim;' in ( )rissa about the rear N70 
A.n, Thi' eitrre'pond' very closely witli the date yiveii liv Ahnl Fazl.

This 'hows that the Fan ji 
i' not at all a eoiiteiiiporary recoial for the time, and miieh yitess xx’ork ha' 

found room in ir> jiayes. ff we take the ISrh year (MMrd Anka) as yix-eii 

in the F’anji for the coit'Ceratioii of the tetnple. the date comes to be 1M41 A.n., 
the ,'aim‘ as yixaat by Stirliny. It tnay lx* noted that the <late yix'cn in the seal 
(viz. IMbO Saka or IMTM A.n.) which is (jiaxted by Dr. Ra jen Iralal Mitter 
and so much I'elied n[ion by him. i' utterly incorrect. 

The ([uestion n >w comes that if the Konarka tonph' xx'as ljuilt bv 
Ihirandara Kesiri. which buildiny was meant to lie the work of Xarsinha Dex'a. 
for tlu; copper plate iii'ei'iptioii referred to abox’e also makes a mention of it 

in the latter [lart of Stanza Sb." \\ hieh ha' lieeii traii'lated as follows. " Ht‘ 

built at Konakona a jilaee of yreat renow n, a txaujih' for rlu^ Sun to live in 
x\ ith the other yods. ’ Tlu* \x'oi-d used for (he Imildiny is Kiitirak.am which 
n e Ills a hut or a small lu nt.'i’ and can harill x’ lie applicable to tlu* nraiu 1 jiam ida.

The more 
correct translation appears to me to be as follow"', He erected in the xvell- 
renowned place Konakona ot ( iieloiiy iiiy to) the siin-yod a buildiny in order 
to stax" with the yods." nieaniny a buildiny where rhe pilyrims could 'it fora 
short rime in the Dexa'lh.-uia (xicinity of tlu- yods). In other word', he built 
the Xatmandir in the front of rhe Black Payoda.

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Tliis is corrolKH’ated by the third temjde record, which savs tiiiit 
Xaisinha Deva’s temple was laiilt over a tank in front of Purandara Ke-ari's 
temple. Had it been an independent temjde there i-; no reason wliv a tank 
should have ijeen selected for the .site, and that one in front of another temple. 
Xardnha Deva built it. the record sat's. to atone for his father ^ >in which 
consisted in his Jtot beimt' able to build the Puri temple so biit as he had 
de>ired. The buildinp- of this Xatmandir more than made pood the extra 
expenditure which would have been incurred on the bipper tem[)le at Puri, 
and so was sufficient to relieve Ananpabhim Deva of his f<in. But as the fact of 
Ananga Ijeing the builder of the Puri temple is itself a matter of doubt, as 
evinced by the inscription, the .story of the vow made bv him. and its fulfil- 
ment by liis son, can only be taken as a poetic license. 

The testimony of old records thus leads us to the conclusion that the 
temple of Konarka was built by Purandara Kesari in the latter half of the 
yth century, and its Xatmandir was coiistructed in 1:141 a.d. by Kaja (Xaproo) 
Xarsinha Deva of the Ganpetic dynasty. Xo mention has been made of the 
temple of IMayadevi, only her name occurs in the third record of the Puri 
temple. 

The evidence of architecture also bears out the fact of the X^atmandir 
being of a much later date than tlie main temple. As has been seen in Ghapter 1. 
the de.sign of the latter presents tlie culmination of the temple architecture of 
Orissa. Every projection or recess, every pillar or moulding has here some 
architertural object, and adds to the beauty. The Xatmandir on the other 
hand, is comparatively much inferior and represents a period when the archi- 
tecture Avas (jn its wane. The value of high ja’ojectioiis ami dee[) reces>es 
seems to ha\e been overlooke<l or forgotten, and the stern >(|uareness of form 
has been kept at some ex|)en.se of pra<'efulness. The round pillars with their 
s([uare capitals show an improvement, but thev are at the same time 
sure proof,' of a later coii'truction. The exi'tcnce of almost similar pillars at 
Puri, 'hows its proximity in time to the Puri temple. 

The tem])le of Mayadevi is similar in architecture and details to the 
maiirtem]>le of Konarka, and m.ay be taken to have been constructed with it. 

The scul]iturc also shoAxs that the Xatmandir could not ha\-e been 
constructed ly the same Axorkmen that did the inain temple. The taste seems 
to haxe changed cx'iisidtrably. In human figures, the proportion of different 
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i)f the bodv is not the same in the two cases. While in the main temple 
and that of Mavadevi. the figures are slender and rather tall, those iri the 
Xatmandir are comparatively shorter, and slightly snjuter. 

Lastlv the state of religion as shown hy the structures and discussed 
in chapter IX. is in complete accord with the conclusion arrived at from the 
recoi-d>. The main temple, it wa> found, rej)resented Tantric Shaivism of 
which the terrific stage had ])assed. 

"We know that when Bmldhism was l)eginning to decline and Hindu- 
ism irraduallv regaining ground a lot of witch-craft and mysticism crept in. 
Whether the Hindu Tantrisni, which consisted in mysterimis sorts of wor- 
■ship of Shiva and his consort, influenced the degenerated Buddhism, or vice 
versa need u )t lie gone into here. It is, however, certain that when Bud- 
dhism in Orissa was overthrown by Shaivism early in the fith century a.i>., 
nivsticisin had a hold on the people, whether they professed Buddhism or 
worshi{)[)ed Hindu gods. The chief Tantric god Shiva, with his consort, 
could thus rule supreme without much difficulty, rejdacing Buddha and 
Pragvan, and it is no wonder that we find sacrifices and other rites intro- 
<luced to appease them by about the end of the 7th and the beginning of the (Sth 
centurv. It was perha[)s at this time that the figures of t'hamunda and 
y’handika sitting on corpses, and of Chhinnamasta drinking her own blood, 
were exhibited, and extensive .sacrifices to Viraja and Kali, and one to d'imalo, 
Devi, within the compound of Buri temple, were introdnct*<i. It was at this 
time that Bhavabhuti wrote his drama in which "Halati” only narrowlv 
escaped being .sacrificed before the goddess Chamunda. This terrible state of 
things could not last long, -with a people whose hearts had under the influence 
of Buddhism grown averse to cruelty. It was discontinued soon after and 
Shaivism was freed from the sacrificial rites w hich reipiired living victims. The 
mysticism however lingered for .sometime. 

This is the stage of Shaivism which is shown by the main teniftle of 
Konarka, and its construction in the fith century as given in the record.s is 
therefore perfectly Ijorne out. The Kcsari Rajas were all ardent Shivites. 

After sometime, at the end of the 11th century, the Kesari dvna.'tv 
was succeeded by the (dangeti(; dynasty with (.’hodaganga as the first Raja. 
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The mysticism frni(iu:illy died away, and a new faith appeared. A\'ith tlie 
teachings of Ramanuja and others in the 12th centur%', the doctrine of Bliakti 
or love towards God as Vishnu and His creation got an impetus, and found 
expression in the constant singing of His glory. This is the state of religion 
shown by the Xatmandir, and its creation in the time of Raja Xarsinha Deva 
when Ramanuja's doctrine had fully taken root, is highly probable. 

The silting up of the l)ed of the Chandrabhaga river could have, in a 
more suitable locality given some idea as to the age of the temple, which was 
])erha})s built when the Chandrabhaga was a flowing stream. This part of 
the country is unfortunately liable to drift sands and no reliable inference can 
l)e drawn. 

Some information may. however, be gathered from tlie Chandrabhaga 
festival descril)ed in Chapter I\’. It has l)een observed that tliis festival 
originated here, and so mu>t have been started eitlier with the construction of 
the temple or just after its com[tletioji. in order to attract annually a crowd of 
pe(tple to the place and thus spread its sanctity. This, it mav be noted, is a 
usual custom with all sacred places. The tennile being dedicated to the Sun, 
and the ceremony of the festival Iwing entirely coma'cteil with him, it is sure 
that the festival was observed each year on the sun citming to a jtarticular 
positi<m of the zodiac. This was itiost probably the Agnikona or s(»uth-east 
corner, i.e.. the corner midway betw(‘en Makara ( Capricorn) and Mesha 
( .Vries ). either of which when entered by the Sun causes big festivals to be 
oi)served in India, as also perhaps in other countries in the Xorthern hemi>- 
phers The name of the deity Konarka, which means the '‘Corner Sun"' or 
"Sun in the corner”, and the fact that it is in the south-east corner that Siva 
takes the form of the sun ( the tem[)le as alreadv shown being Shivite ) bear 
out the suggestion. It may alsf> be noted that w hen the sun is in ativ of the 
other three corners ( \-iz., Ishana, ^'a\'avva and Xairita ) the position of the 
locality does not allow it to be seen as rising from the Sea. 

For sometime perhaps the festival was observed at the time when 
the sun cmne to the Agnikona, but this time not being ordinarily known to 
the public, an ordinary date which at the time corresponded with this position 
of the sun was fixed for ob.serving the festival. This hapjiened to be the 7th 
of the bright half of the month of Magh (lunar) on which date the fair is 
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'till held. The >un hnwever, dues nut arrive now at the fixed point (Agni- 
kuna) on that date, the ditt'erence having l)een caused hv the precession o£ 
c'lninuxes. For the 1st ])(.>int of Aries of the Hindu Astronomy to which tlie 
positiun of the i> referred, is fixed point, while the dates of the lunar 
month, adjusted everv third year with solar month.- follow the sea-ons, or. in 
other words, are referrahle to the moving 1st point of Aries of the modern 
astronomy. 


The 7th of Magh (bright half ) fall.', after the leap year adju-tment- 
are ma<le. on the 7th to 14tli of Felirnary, .-o the 10th February may betaken 
as an average date. On this date the Sun comes, now-a-days, according to 
the Hinilu Almanacs to 27.0 <legrees of Mukara ( (’apricorn ), and i-, 
therefore, 170 short of the Agnikoiia ( o.V of Kumbha or Acpiarius ). 
Xow the retrograde motion of the enuiuoxes is, according to Hindu 
Astronomv one minute per year, .so this difference must have been cau.sed in 
17 ,(x(i() (,r lO.tO vears. This period with perhaps a few years added to it, 
has. therefore, elapsed since the festival was first started, and rejiresents very 
nearlv the age of the Konarka temple. This also carries its construction to 
alxait the middle of the htli century, and .so the conclusion arrived at already 
mav be safely taken as correct. 



CHAPTER XL 


BUDDHISTIC ORIGIN OF THE PLACE. 

f T is now a fact admitted on all hands that Orissa was. hefoiv rhe fin i- 
val of Hinduism by Yayati Kesari. an important seat of Bluiddhisiu. 
The edicts (T Asoka in.scribed on a rock on the Dhauli hi ID. the 
stiitues of Buddha found in the Ananta Cave of the Khandairiri hill,- 
and at Udavgiri of the Alti hills and at Kupari now worshiped as Balade\'a, 
and a lot of small Chaityas with Buddhistic images lying about at Khandagiri 
and many other places, all show without dou bt that Buddhism ^vas the chief 
religion here many years ago. There are records showing that the tooth (T 
the great Reformer was for a long time kept in Oris.sa in a place called 
Odantapura, and worshipped by the Raja of Kalinga. dagannath himself is 
taken as a form of Buddha, ami his peculiar shape is thought to be the adap- 
tation by the Hindus of a mystic Buddhistic monogram. The stor\' of 
Ndshnu’s slaying the demon, Gaya.sura, which is nothing but an allegor\' to 
show the victfjry (T Hinduism over Buddhism, savs, as related in Purushot- 
tama Mahatmva. that when the demon i)rostrated himself before the "ods his 
navel fell on Puri, his head being at Gaya, showing that Puri, or rather 
Oris.sa, was at the time as important a seat of Buddhism as Gaya. 

We are, therefore, quite in order if we sujipose that Konarka was also 
a seat of Buddhism, and an important one, as it contains the biggest and the 
finest pagoda in Orissa. The Vaishnava story of Oayasura shows that in 
order to keep the demon down, Vishnu had to leave his lorus at Konarka, 
which means that Konarka was really one of the important places of Bud- 
dhistic worship in Orissa. 

It is a pity that the temple ot Konarka has been in ruins so lorn'- 
that its rituals of worship are mostly forgotten and a large number of its fine 
carvings has been carried away. But there is at the same time the advantage 
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that the little that we have is what it Avas just after the fall of Buddhism, not 
polluted by the intermixture of the ideas of other sects that followed, a.' has 
been the case at Puri. The rituals of Jajfannath are at present neither purelv 
Shivite, nor jairely Tantric, nor purely Vaishnava. His temple has bv cons- 
tant handling, re[)airs and additif)ns. quite lost its character, so that it is 
difficult, if not impossible for the antiquarian to say to Avhat sect it originally 
belonged.* 

Let us see if we can find any traces of Buddhism at Konarka. The 
Kapila Samhita. ([uoted in Chapter IX, calls the place Maitreya Vana. By a 
similarity of name to Maitra \ ana the story of Samba has l)een associated to 
it. The latter name, however, has connection with Mitra. one of the twelve 
suns, Avho it is related came down owing to the austere devotion of Samba ; 
Avhile the former name is not from the word Mitra but is given Injcause the 
sage Maitreya.it is said, performed his penances there. AVe know that Maitreya 
(Pali Metteya) is the name of the future Buddha, ami so the place was, it 
ap[)cars, sacred to his name. 

There also existed, according to Kapila Samlhta, a salvatimt giving 
Banian tree, at the foot of which dwelt many Saints and anybody goiTtg to it 
became indestructible and a Siddha. For the good of living beings the sun 
himself l)ecune that tree and Avhoever recited the sacre<l Mantra under its 
.'hade attained perfection in three fortnights. The holiness of the Banian tree 
amongst the Hindus is, we know, a remnant of the Buddhistic cu.stom, and if 
to this we add the fact that Gotama Buddha had also to sit for fortv-nine davs 
(a little over three fortnights) under a Banian tree, there can be no doul)t that 
the Banian tree of Ivouarka repre.sente<l .ami <upplied the place of the Sacred 
Bo-tree, under which the great Sage attained his Biiddhaship. The event is 
thus related in the Introduction to .lataka, ‘‘After bathing he dres.sed himself 
in that garb of saint-ship Avhich had been the dress of many hundred' of 
thousands of Future Buddhas l)efore him, and sitting down with his face to 
the east, he made the Avhole of the thick sweet milk-rice into forty-nine 
pellets of the size of the fruit of the single-see<led ]iahnyra-tree, and ate it. 
And he took no further nourishment until the end of the seven tveeks, or

a Buddha. Durin"' all that time he had no other nonri>hment. he neitlier 
hathed. nor rinsed hi> month, nor did he ease himself, but was wholly taken 
up hy the deliyhts of the Tranees. of the Paths, and of the Fruits."* 

The Kapila Samhita also mentions the existence of a car fe--ti\ al at 
Konarka. This festival, ohserveil on siieh a yrand scale at Puri, is without 
doubt of Buddhistic origin, as in none <d' the ancient rituals is there any 
mention of such a festival, and even to this day none of the Hindu yd', 
except Jayannatlia and his companions, has a Par f t(j go out lin a ja’tK'C'- 
'ion. 


In Buddhistic davs. there was Car festival celebrated at Patna, which 
i' noticed bv the Chinese Pilgrim Fa-Hian ( 40b A. i). ) in his book Fo-Kwo- 
Ki. He savs, "Fverv year on tlie eighth day of the scci.md month there is ;i 
})roc(;ssion of images. On this (x’(;asion they construct a four-wheeled car, and 
erect upon it a t<.)Wor of ti\'e stages, compost'd of bamboos lashed togt-thta’. the 
whole being snpjiorted by a centre-post resembling a large spear with three 
points, in height twenty-two feet and more. So it looks like a pagoda. Thev 
then cover it with tine white limai. which they afterwards ))aint with gandv 
c(.)lours. Having made figures tif the devas, and decorattal them with gold, 
silver, and glass. the\' place tht'iii under canojiies of embroidered silk. Tla-n 
at tin; four corners (of tlu' eai') they eonstriiet niches (shrines), in which tlie\' 
place tic'ures of llnddha in a sitting [)ostnre, with a Bodhisiiitxa st.-niding in 
attendance. There are perhaps twenty cars tlni' prepared and different 1\' 
deeorare<l. Ifnring the day of tla* pt’oeessjon both jtriestsaml laxunen assendile 
in great numliers. 4 hei-(‘iir(' ga'iu's and music, w hilst they offer flowers and 
incense. 4'he Brahmacharis come forth to offer their im itations. The Bud- 
dhas, then, one after the other, enter the city. After coming into the town 
attain thev halt. Then all night long they burn lamps, indulge in games and 
music, and make religions offerings. Sncli is the custom of all those w ho 
assemble on this occasion from the different countries round about.

Commentino- on the description of the ceremonv at Khotan, Laidlav 
Avlio translated the French version of the Fo-Kwo-Ki into Entflish, >avs. “The 
reader cannot fail to be struck tvith the very close resemblance betwixt the 
Bauddha procession here described, and that of Jagannatha, of which indeeil 
it requires no great stretch of the imagination to supjiose it to be the model 
and prototype. The time of the year at which the ceremonv took place 
corresponds very closely (avith that of the Rathjatra at Puri).”* The time, as 
ave have seen, d()es dot correspiand, otherwise the remark is perfecth* correct. 
Reverend Stevenson of Bombay took the Rathjatra (car festia-al) as the 
remains of a triumphal entry, as ith avhich the Buddhist sages were avelcomed 
on their return for the religious rest during the rainv seasons. This mav 
explain the festia-al at Puri avhich is celebrated just before the Sayana Eka- 
dashi (on avhich date the giads go to sleep for four months), but it cannot do 
so for similar festia’als at other places. 

Seeing the similarity of festivals and other circumstances avhich 
identify Jagannatha avith Bmldha, Dr. Rajendralal flitter while commcntiim' 
on the Festia-al at Puri, says, “These facts leave no room for <loubt that 
Jagannatha and some of his peculiar ceremonial olaservances are of Buddhistic 
origin, that the Car-festival marks the anniversary of Buddha’s l)irth-da\-, 
that the heterodox ceremonies avere adopted by the Hindu revivalists to pre- 
vent the masses, a\ ho aaere attached to them, from resenting innovations. 

The conclusion as regards the Buddhistic origin of the cercmmiv is 
really unassailable, but that it avas observed avith the object of merelv airing 
the diadnities, or making a triumphal entry of the Buddhist sages before they 
retired to the monastries for the rainy season, or even of celebrating the 
anniversary of Buddha's birth-day, is not quite satisfactory. The obseraance 
in the same fashion everywhere by taking out the divinities in a chariot of 
nearly the same form, cannot l)e explained by a general merriment for 
Buddha’s birth-day. The ceremony must haa-e been meant tc) commemuraTe 
some procession held sacred.

I lip fp'ti\':ii wrts. it appears to iiio most jirohal)]^, iiiauifurated to cele- 
lii'arc Biul'llia > I’etiini tniiii liis park in u'reat splendour just before the iiiuiir 
of l^alibajja'^ or the nreat Retirenumt. Tlie (U'eiit is tluis described in the in- 
troduction to the dataka : — •"Xow on a certain dav the Future Buddha wi'hcil 
to oo to tlie ]iark. and told Ins cliariotcei’ to make ready the chariot. Accoi’d- 
iini'B' the man lironn'lit out a sumjitnons and eleitant chariot, and adorninn' it 
I’ichlv, he harnes-ed to it four state-horses of tlie Saindha\'a breed, as uhit(' 
U' the petal' of the white lotus, and aimoiiuccd to the Future Buddiia that 
c\ ervthinn was ready. And tlie k'ntnre Buddha mounted the chariot, n hich 
ua' like to a palace of the y'O'B. and procee<led towanls the park. * * * * 

hen he had di'ported him.'ell tlaa’e thronyhout the day. and liad bathed in 
the royal ])lea'ure-taiik. lie went at .'iin.'et and >at down on the roval re.'tiuy- 
.'toiie with the intention of adorniny himself. Then fathered around him hi' 
arteiidaiit' with dixei’se coloured cloths, many kinds and styles of ornament', 
ami w ith yarlauds. perfumes, and ointment'. At that iu'tant the throne on 
whieli Sakka (Saii'ki'it Shakra) was 'ittiny yrew hot. .Vnd ,Sikka, couside.r- 
inu' who it could be that was desirous of dislodyiny him. pcrceiyed that it 
was the time of the adormneiit of a Future Buddha. Ami addressine- 
\’i'sakamma. he said, — 

•-My good N'issakamma, to-night, in the midille watch. ])rimy Siddhat- 
rha will go fortli oil the Breat Retirement, and this is his lu't adorning of 
himself. Bo to the park, and adorn that eminent man with celestial 
I in laments. 

•\Aiw well , said Vissakamma, in assimt. and came on the instant, by 
his sipierhuman jiowcr, into the presence of the Future Buddha. And assum- 
ing the u'uise of a barber, he took from the real barlica’ the turban-cloth, and 
began to wiml it round the Futuri* Bmldha's head, but as soon as the Future 
Buddha felt the touch of his hand, he knew that it was no man, but a 
m id. 

Xow once round hi' head took up a thousand cloths, and the fold 
was like to a circlet of precious stones, the second time round took another 
thousand cloth', and so on, until ten times ronml had taken uj) ten thousand 
cloths. Xow let one think, Tiow' was it jiossible to use so many cloths on

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one small head ?' for the very largest >>f tb':*!!! all h:>d ouh' the size (^f a 
creeper blossom, and the others that of kutumbaka floaers. Thus th(“ Future 
Buddha's head resembled a kuyya bh>ss^>tii tv'i'ted abi_>at v.'ltlj l<itu~ 
filaments. 

And having adonied himself with great riclms-ss,— 'while adepts in 
different kinds of tabors and tom-toms were showinit their skid, and Brah- 
mans with cries of victoiy and joy, and bards and poer.s with propitious 
words and shouts of praise salnated him, — he inoimted his superbly def'onrtcd 
chariot. * * * The Future Buddha in his splendid chariot eittered the citv 
with a poni}) and magniti'^ence of gioiy that enraptured all minds."* 

This description will convince anybody that the Rathjatra festival 
was originally mejuit t-o celebrate that most memorable ihyv in the life of the 
Great Buddha, as well as the Budilhist world, the night of which saw him 
renounce the world, leaving his kingdom, parents, wife and the new born 
babe and all. Konarka had also the same celebration, probably with much 
greater pomp in its day. 

Xow as to the date of this day of Jarra. The -bitaka says that Gotama 
Buddha departed from his city on the full nn>on djiv of the montl! .-^salhi, 
when the moon was in Libra. What was then me:int by the month .Vsalhi is 
not known, It is certain, however, that it was not the present Hindu month 
Asadha. for the nKxm can never be in Libra on the full motm dav of that 
mouth. To make a full moon in Libra, the sun must he in Aries, and so 
the date corresponds, either with the full moon day of Fhalguna or with that 
of Chaitra. The former i.s more prohal>le, as we find geneinl rejuicing that 
dav in everv part of India. Un this and the following days, in Orissa, Thakitf" 
(images of gods) are taken round in small chariot -like structures, although 
without wheels and carried on the shoulders of men. Alter twentv three 
da\s of this Phalguna Pnrnamasi (full moon day), i.o.. on the Sth of the 
wa.xing moon of (fhaitra comes the Rathjatra or Car-festival at Bliuhaneswur. 

The festival is one of the biggest observed at the ])laee, and consists in 
ticking Chandrashekar, the proxy of Bhubaneswar, amidst giViit rejoicing. t(» 
the tem[ile of Rameswar ;ib>ut <1 mile to the north-west. He is there fcii^ted

A festival similar to this was also observed at Ivonarka as appears from 
Brahma Purana (juoted on paye 44. as also from the presence of a Rameswar 
at tlie place as written in Kapila Samhita and the Pauji. It is probable, 
however, eonsideriny the chariot form of the temple ami the probabiiitv of the 
])laco beina' the site of the town where Buddha's tooth relic once was (as will 
be seen in the next Chapter), that the chief llath.jatfa at the place was cele- 
brateilon the full moon day of Phalyuua, the exact dav previous to Biuidha s 
retirement. At Bhubaneswar the date was shifted by twenty three days, in 
<irder that people may be able to see the festival at both the places. Also 
this date happened to lie the da,te of Buddha’s birth. 

An exact oounteniart of this ol)tained in Behar. On the full iikx'U- 
dav of Phalyuna there was a procession at Gaya, and after 2.') da\s came the 
Rathjatra at Patna. The former is thus mentioned by Hieun Thsang. ‘‘Every 
vear on the full-moon day of Tathag-ata's (Buddha’s) displaying great s]»iri- 
tual changes, they take these relics (the bone and flesh relics of Gotama 
Buddha) out for pulilic exhibition.'’ This supports my conviction that the 
Rathjatra festival re|iresente(l the Pabbajja (retirement) day of Gotama and 
was not a celebration of Ids birth-day. The Brahma Purana calling the 
festival Kamadeva — subduing leads also to the same conclusion. * 

The coincidence of the <late with the Holi or Doljatra festival of the 
Hindus ex[)lains to a certain extent the general merriment among'st peojile of 
all sects in India at the time. It is true that the return of the sun to the 
northern hemisphere, and with it of 1:110 spring, is the chief cause of the 
rejoicing, which obtain not only in India bur in many other countries, but 
that the auuiversarv of Bud'lha s celebrated day has played not an insignifi- 
cant part in the matter, can hardly be doubted. 

® The date ot Rathjatra at Pun does not corresoond with any o( the celebrated da\-s in 
connection with LSuddh.i, and it appears to me that the festival here was started much latter than in 
other places, aini tne date was changed either by a mistake taking .•^shalhi to mean Ashada or 
simply for the sake of change in the same way as the Chaldaean sabbath was char.gea from dalurday 
to Sunday by the dews and to Friday by the Mohammedans. 
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With a hiif Buddhistic fair like the Car-festival heiiio' held at tlie 
])]ace, it is hut natural tliat one .should he anxiou.s to know who the presidinu' 
divinity, lv(tnarka, orlcrinally was. The Shivites worshiped him, we have 
seen, as Shiva in his form of the sun. The older records of Mandla Pan ji 
do not at all enlighten ns in this respect. Thev call him Konarkadeva wirh- 
ont saviny a word as to who he was. It is only a record of nnich recent <late 
that savs that “in the time of Xar.-iidia Deva (son of Purushottama Deva) 
who reiitned For i.') vear>, fnan Saka 1 .527. the deities Chandra and >ur\a 
were hrouyht (to Puri) from the temple of Koitarka and placed in the IndraC 
temple. "Seeim; that nowhere else is a mention made of Chandra heinn' companii at 
of Konarka. that the Sinhasma found in tin* temple is too small to hold two 
>ratue'. and that the date u'ivon doe.' not at all ayree with the oldi'r record 
w hich mentions that in the !>th year of Xar.shdia Deva's rei”)i. Shahjehan was 
the Emperor at Delhi, this record must he rejecte<l as unreliahle. The statue 
hi'onii'lit fi-oin Konarka has however been fortunately preserved within tin* 
compound of Puri tenpile. in a temjde now known as Sun temple. In its 
front, however, another statue has l)een set up which i,' that of tin* sun with 
seven hor.se.s, but they keep it covered so shabbih- with clothes Kc., that 
nobodv can sav what jX'^d it represents, and it was only by having the cloth 
removed that 1 could believe the Panda’s statement that it wastin' statue of 
the Sun,* But what we are concerned Avith D the statue at the back, and 
this i> the tic'ure of Buddha in a sittinjf p<Asture. The hand> are broken and 
the lower [)ortion of the statue built up in the pedestal of the sun statue in 
fi'ont. The workmanshi]) is e.xaetly like Avhat we have in chlorite statues at 
Konarka. The i)edestal t)f the 'tatue will, it ap])ears from what little mea>in’e- 
meiits could be taken, Ht on the n}H)er Siidiasana in the Black Paifoda. d’his 
statue finally .settles in favour of the worship of Buddha at Konarka. and anv 
doubt remaininu' can be remove* 1 by the fact of there beiny within the enclo- 
sure of the Black Payoda a temple of IMavadevi. IMayadevi, Ave know, was 
the mother of tlotama Binhlha. 1 know of no Hindu goddess that goes bv 
that name. 

The (pit'stion then ])resents itself, what Avas the name of the Bialdhistic 
divinitv Avhom the Shivites Avorshippeil under the name Konarka ? As the 

Mr. O'Mally was evidently informed of this statue when he says in his Gazetteer for the 
1 >istrict of Puri that it is the statue of the Sun on a chari.it of seven horses. Tue workmanship of 
this statue is very inferior and it c.juld never have been the statue of Konarka of the Black I'acod.a. 
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name Konarka rx cuis nowhere eke in Hindu nivtliologv, ir appeals jimhahle 
that wa< the name of the Buddhist deity, and was adopted bv the Hindus 
when they took over the deity, takiuy the wor<l to mean the "Corner 
Sun , representing, as has lieen explained ab )ve, Shi\'a in hi,' form of the 
sun in the 'outh-east corner. As the name of a Buddhist deitv. the w(»rd 
Konarka AVcjuld stand for Cotama IBiddh;’., being a svnonvm of the word 
Arkabandhu (a relation of the sun) which is a name of the Great fleformer.* 
Konarka in this sense is composed of Kona from the root Kun to su|iport. and 
-Vrka, the sun. The root Kun is still preserxed in the I riva word Kuniva 
which means entering into relatmnship, and is a ct'remonv performed between 
the kinsmen of a bride and bridegroom just after the match is settled 
upon. 

The name of the place (Konarka) is evidcntlv derived from the name 
of the deity, in the same way as Puri is called Jagannatha. and manv other 
jilaees (e.g., Bhubaneswar, Bai<lyanath) g<t by the name of their chief deities. 
The deity was also it apjiears, ealleil by the name of Konagamana or Kona- 
kamana, which is the name of one of the btrmer Buddhas, f xvhoso stupa ni'ar 
Kapilavastu was re[>aired by Asoka. This gave to the place the name Kona- 
kona mentionc(l in the copper-plate inscription de.'cribed latter on . Tin' 
suggestion that the word Konarka meant .A.rka of Kixna, taking Kona as the 
name of the jilace is hardly acce[)ral)le. 

Htav then we find an instance of the iucor^ioration of Buddhism l)v the 
Hindus, in whicli the wholesale worshi[> with the Buddhist deity has been 
taken over. Even the name of the <leity has been kejn, only exjilaincd in a 
different wav. This fact is the most important and interesting, as nowhere 
else in Orissa, and [>rol)ably the whole of India, has Buddhism obtaiiual such 
an unmixed entry into the Hiixlu ritual. Even Jagannath who is supposed 
to be Buddha, does not represent him either liy form or by name. 

In the Black Pagcxda. therefore, we may ex[»ect liettor traces of Bud 
dhism than in anv other Hindu tiauple in Orissa. And such is the case. 
The big chlorite statues of the smi-god are all eminently of Buddhistic shape 
and cut, and excepting for the distinguishing marks, seven horses and lotus in 
Inith the hands can hardly be distinguished from standing statues of Hu,}.

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(Ihistic gods. The numerous figures of Xagakanyas and Xagarajas f human 
figures with l3odv (if a serpent) which add so much grace to the ornamental 
detail of the tem])le are purely Buddhistic conceptions. The figure of Maha- 
lakshmi on the chhirite linten of the dcnirways of the Jagamohan, dcscrihed 
on page :21, is made exactly in the way the Buddhists made their goddess of 
fortune, as de})icted on the gateway of Sanchi tope. 

Coming to different scenes represented, we find there several fine car- 
vings in chlorite showing a Rishi sejited on a Sinhasana (generalh' a raided 
seat supixarted (in foiu' legs in the form of li(ins) and giving instructi( ms to a 
number of }iers(ins, young and old, amongst wh(im may be seen ascetics. 
Rajas, and ordinary^ house- holders. One of these is ph(it(igraphc(l in jdate 
XIY, figure 4. These certainly represent Buddha giving his evening di'- 
courscs on religious and moral philos(iphy, while staying in different aramas 
or gardens. We read of some Hindu Rishis also narrating Puranas before 
other ascetics at Xaimisharanya and other places, as also before individual 
Rajas, but seldom is the audietice S(i hetenigenious as we find here and I am 
(!onvinced that even if these sculptures themselves were not nieiint to show- 
scenes of Buddha's teachings, they are copies of Buddliistic original^, whidi 
represented those scenes and showed how the great Teicher ])a»ed hi.' after- 
noons and the first two watches of his nights.* To figure their Ki'lii' in rhi' 
Avay is not very popular amongst the Hindus, and they hardly e\ er cared to 
do so. 


The next photogTaph on the .same plate (Plate XT\', figure .') ) which 
has been descrilaed on page 2!l, re{)resents a purely Ibiddlii'tic 'cene. .V \ (mng 
prince is exhibiting his 'kill in archery before (.»ther men po.'.ses'ing Itows and 
arrows as also other weapons. The arrows from the bow of this })rin( e are 
piercing and passing thnaugh a rock, and tlmse ]»resent are all admiring the 
fact. Xo Hindu prince (jr god is mentioned anyw here as having jierhmmed 
this, excepting Gotama, who in order Uj show to his kin'inen that he was 
•well versed in archery and use of arms, even without learning them, sent forth 
his aiTOWS miraculously passing all ol»structi(ms in tlie wav. The incident, 
is thus related in the Intnaduction to the Jataka: -‘Xow while he was thus 
enjoying great s[)len(lour. one day there anj'C the following discus'ion among

his relatives : — ‘Siddhattha is wholly given over to pleasure, and is not train- 
ing himself in any manly art. What could he do if war were to occur The 
king sent f(ir the huture Buddha, and said, — ‘Mv child vour relatives are 
saying that you are not training yourself, but are wholly given over to 
pleasure. Xow what do you think we had best do ? ‘Sire, I do mjt need to 
train myself. Let the crier go al)out the city 1>eating the drum, to announce 
that I will sliow my proficiency. On the seventh dav from imw I will show 
my }>roficiency to my relatives.’ The king did s ». And the Future Buddha 
assembled together bow men that could shoot like lightning and at a hair's 
breadth, anti in the midst of the populace, and before his kinsfolk, he exhi- 
bited a twelvefold skill, such as none of the other bowmen could equal. All 
which is to Ixi understood after the manner related in the Sharabhanga 
Birth-Story. So the assembly of his kinsfolk doultted him no longer.’'* The 
Sharabhanga story relates how the arrows 'of the Buddha shot at a hair - 
brea-.d, and went straight tii the mark without being caught in the wav by 
any tree or [)lant. or sticking fast or missing aim. f 

The figure <if the Serpent hooded god described on page 31 is also, it 
is sure, a Buddhistic statue representing the inci<lents just preceding and 
following Gotama's Buddhaship. The two females are Sujata and her slave- 
girl Puuiia whtj brought Payasa (rice cookd in milk) in a golden dish to him 
thinking him to be the pre>iding deity of the Banyan tree, in fulfilment of a 
vow made by Sujata that if she got a husband of e(pial rank, and a sou as her 
fir^t issue, she would make a yearly offering of the value of a hundred tlnm- 
saiid pieces of mone}'. Presenting the disli with rice and worshippiiiir the 
<leity the ladies went away. This was just before the attainment (if Buddha- 
f-hip. The serpenthood shoAvs the protection offered to him by the serjient 
king Muchalinda against rain and >torm A\ hich continued for 7 davs soon after 
he became a Buddha. The serpent king spread his gre;tt hood alioA'e his 
head saving, ‘‘Let neither cold, nor heat, nor gnats, nor Hies, wind, sun shine 
nor creejdng creatures come near the Blessed one.’'J 

Mauv more scenes from the life of Buddha could propably have been 
found if the temi)le had been entire. As a matter of fact a lot of its carvings 
ha-i been removed and lo't. A >mall figure on the Sinha'ana in the sanctuarv

an elephant with a bov feehinu: him. In the way it has been tiuale it >eeni> 
to have no eonneetion with the figures alxtve. so the >eulptor nin>t have 
something partienlar to represent when he placed the figure in the central 
place on the moulding. It rejn'esients, in all probability. Buddha a> the 
Ele[)l)ant-trainer as related in the ‘‘Strider over battle-fields" story of the 
•Tataka. Following is a translation of the story : “•Once ujion a time, when 
Bralmiadatta was ruling at Benares, the Future Buddha wa-; born in the 
familv of an eUgihant-tniiuer. and when he had come of age. and bceoiue 
accom[)lished as an ele[)hant-trainer, he took service umler a king who wa> 
hostile to the king of Benares, And he trained the state elephant tintil it 
was verv well trained. Then the king resolved to compier the kingdom of 
Benares, and takittg the Future Buddha with him, and mounting the state 
elephant, with a mighty army he went to Benares, and snrrotmded the place. 
Then tie >ent a letter to the king, saying, ‘“give me the kingdom, or give nu- 
battle." Bralmiadatta resolved to give battle, and having manned the walls, 
the watch-towers, and the gates, he did so. His enemy had his >tate elephant 
armeil with a defensive suit of mail, put on armour himself, and mounted on 
the elephant's shoulder^. "I will break into tin* city, kill mv enemv. and 
take pos.'CS'iou of the kingdom.” With this thought he seized a >harp goad, 
and urged the ele[>haut in the direction of the city. But the elephant, when 
he saw the hot mud. the stones from the catapults, ami the variou> kinds of 
mi>>ile-< thrown by the defenders, did not <lare to adwanct', but retreated in 
mortal terror. Then his trainer drew near : ‘Old fellow.' ^aid he, “vou are a 
hero, a strider over battle-fields. B'^reat at such a time is not worthv of 
you.' * * ^ * This one a<lmonition wa^ sufficient. For when the elejihant 

heard it. he turned back, twisted his trunk round the cirv-jiillars. and jjulled 
rhem up like so manv mushrooms. Tlien, cra'hmg down the gatewav arch, 
and forcing the cros^-bar. he broke his way into the citv. ca[)tured the king- 
dom. and gave it to his master."* 

From what has been saiil above of the god Konarka. and the remains 
of Buddhism that we find at the locality and on the Black Pagoda itself, it 
appears ipiite probable that the chariot form of ihigoda was also a borrowed 
one, taken from s )me Buddhistic temple which it replaced. This Buddhist 
t" uple was evidently meant to represent the chariot of Prince Siddhartha 
\\ arreii Budtimsiii in Translati' )ns— f>a|.4e and 274 . 
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(rmtaina) wliii’h lu* uscil the day l>efore he renounced the world and had it is 
likelv oidv four hor>e> in eopv of the oriu'inal chariot. \\ hen the Shivites 
took over Ivonarka as their deity in the form of the Sun, they attached seven 
liorses to the charicit, accoi'dinu’ to the numher re([uired hv their tradition h^r 
the cliariot of the Sun. Plaeiny three hiir ti<;ures of oods on tiiree sides of the 
Deni aho seems to have been copied from the Buddhists, who ha<l the figures 
of Buddha with Bodhisattwas in niches on the three sides, as appears from 
the description (d“ the chariots which Fa-Hian saw at Patna 

This siiyutsts an important link in the evolution of the northern 
Hindu temjiles. discussed in Phapter V. The description of the cliariots at 
Patna, made with louy bamboos lashed tou’othcr at the t(^]), and covered with 
linen so as to yive the ajipearance of pairodas, makes it likely that they were 
the models of the tall towered Bmldhist temples of the chariot form of which 
th(‘ Hiiidu temples of Oriss.i are co|)ies. A yearly show of the relies of 
Buddha havint>: been considered desirable, the chariots made of bamboos came 
into existence, taking as their model the Dajxobas in which the relics used to 
be deposited. Some (levout Raja then thouu'ht of living the annual ja’oces- 
sion a [)ormanent form, and made a temple in the form of the chariot. I hese 
were in turn copied for building other temples in which the wheels and horses 
were not considered necessary. 

temple in tlte form of a chariot also e.xists at Hampi (near Hasjiet, 
Southern Mahratta Railway). Here we luive elephants in place of horses, 
probablv in copv of the Budilhist processional charli'>t of that locality. We 
learn from Hiuen Tlisang that in Konguto (Gunjam) elephants were made to 
drive cars, and it is probable that the same thing obtained near about Ham])i. 

^^'e thus see that the temple «tf Konarba is not only the biggest and 
finest jiagoda in Orissa, but it represents one of the earliest types of temples, 
that came into existence s<ion after the car processions of the Buddhists were 
started. 



CHAPTER XII. 


KOXARKA, THE SITE OF A BKi TOWX. 

^ X the previous chapter we have seen that tlie eouiitrv near about Koiiai’ka 
was an important seat of Buddhism, containinu’ not onlv ii niona>rei’\- 
with a few priests livinir in it, hut prol)al>ly a tlirivinit lay town witli 
magnificent temples and pompous festivals. Tradition speak-; of an old 
p(a-t near the mouth of the Praehi river, of which the Chandrahhaga wa-- a 
branch, and on the banks of which are still found ruins of temples and brick- 
built houses. It is im[>ortant to see, if we can trace out in old record.-- 
the existence of this town. 

In his description of the country of Echa (Fdra, Odra or ( )da) or north 
Orissa, Hiuen Thsang makes mention of a town nameil Ohelitalo on the 
south-east frontier of the kingdom. He savs. ‘MJn the south-east fi’onriers 
of the country, on the borders of the ocean, is the town Ohelitalo. about li 
n.iuud. Here it is merchants depart for distant c(.)untries. and strangers coiiu* 
and go and stop here on their way. The walls of the city are strong and 
lofty. Here are found all sorts of rare and precious articles. Ourdde tla^ 
city there are five convetits one after the other, their storied towers are very 
high, and are carved with figures of saints exipiisiteh' done. 

Going south iO.OOO li or so is the country of Simhala ( Seunkialo ). 
In the still night, looking far off, we see the surmountinit ])reeious stone of 
the tooth-stupa of Bud<lha brilliantly shining and scintillating as a briuht torch 
burning in the air 

Seeing the present importance of Puri, this tow n may be identified 

with Puri, but there is iKrthing against its being the same as the town on the 

Praehi which was in old days [U'obabiy much more important than Puri. 

The Brahma Peu’ana.f says that Baja Indradyumna while g'((ing to Purushot- 

tama Kshetra fPuri) saw' the sacred river Chitrotpala which flowing to the 

south fell into the sea, and on the bank> of which were situated small and bic- 

town> containing wealthy and learned po])ulation. It a]>j)ears ])robable that

with the Kadua a hranch of the river Praehi. if we read the Prachi Mahatmyu. 

hil(‘ de'crihiiiii' the different incarnation.- of the heavenly river Saraswati. 
tlu; .Mahatniva * .-av', that last of all it came down as the river Bhadra which 
wa' al'O known a- ( hitrotpala. Further on it is mentioned as Prachi Sara- 
-wati. There i- -till a place called Bhadra near where the Kadua takes off; 
from the Praehi. l lii- uave its name to the stream. About 5 miles from the 
Black Paw )da a channel branches off' from the river Kadua. The lower por- 
tion of it- eoiu’-e i- silted u]>. This is the Chandrabhaira, now known as 
Kadua jor. Clo^c to rhe lafurcation of thi- channel are two villages Chitra 
on the right and ( Ipala on the left bank of the Kadua. These are evidently 
the remain- of the big town Chitrotpala or Chelitalo. Out-ide the town, 
Hinen Th-ang -aw ti\'e ver\' high towers of Budilhist tem]ffes, and that of the 
god Koiiarka wa- prolial>lv one of them. The Hindus have, as u-ual, designed 
a -torv to explain the name Chitrotpala. A Brahman girl named Utpala 
wa- in sexual communication with a Chandala named Chitra living in a town 
on the Prachi. They died without i.— ue, and the washings of their Ixtdies 
formed the river Chirrotiiala. Two linga- named Chitra and Upala were 
-er up. one on each liank of the river to keep up their memory. The name, 
I feel convinced, wa- derived from the form of the dhwaja (or distinguishing 
mark of the god) on the to].) of the temple- at the jilaee which we know from 
the record (j noted in o'hapter 1. wa- a lotu-. The word Chitrotpala means 
•• wonderful lotus ” or ‘‘ lotu- used as a -ectarial mark." 

T am al.-o Inclined to locate at this place or near about it the famous 
Dantapura. where a tooth of Buddha wa- wor-liipjied by the Rajas of Kalinga. 
(,)n Raja Cuha-iva of Kalinga falling in battle the relic Avas, at his reipie.-t 
previouslv made, carried by his son-in-law Danta Kumar, to Ceylon, and 
made over to the Pmja of that country. 

Fergu-on takes the town to be the s.ame as Puri, Avhere ho thought 
was a Dagoba containing the relic, over the ruins of Avhich the Hindu temple 
was built. The description of the relic gh’en in the Datha Van-ha as quoted 
bv Dr. Rajendralal iMitter, f shows that the relic was kept in a -plendidly 
adorned temple and not in a Dagoba. 

We have ikj record of -uch a -plendid temple at Puri, and Hinen

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Thsiintr makes no mention of the place. Dr. llnjemlrala! Mitter Iocatc< tiu' 
]>lace at Diiutan a small town on the Fk ID, slm[)ly on the (■()n>i(leration of 
its ]>roximitv to TaTnralipti (Tumlnk) from which jiort the danirliter and 
Son-in-law of the Raja of Kalinina sailed in disguise to C’e\'lon with the tooth 
relic. He says that if Dantapura had Iteett the .same as Fnri, the fugitives 
Would 7iot have gone to Tamrali[)ti for going to Cevlon. hut would have 
sailed either from Puri itself or from a port to the .south. The argument is 
nc^t rpiite .sound as the fugitives in order to av(jid being caught tnust have 
gone out (jf the usuid way. Besides Dantau was itever known to have 
[Kissessed any pagoda worth the name. Also, had Dautan been the scjit of 
the tooth relic the place v.'ould surely have been mentioned bv Fa-Hian, who 
came to India only 10 or 1.5 yeiirs after the I’emoval of the relic to Cevlon, 
and staved continuously for two y Ciirs at Tamrahpti. .ks he makes no mention, 
the place must have l>een at .some distance, towards the south-west, to which 
side Fa-Hian did not go. Similarity of names. Danran and Dantapura tlocs 
not itself count for nnich ; nua-eover, the original name wa.^ Oluttapura. 

The word Oilanta[)-ara means the town at the borders of the kingdom 
of Oda, Odra or Orissa. When the relic tvas here it belonged b) the kingdi >m of 
Kalinga. On the fall of Otihasiva, Raja of Ivalinga, the town was annexed to 
Orissa, the territories of which were, it i,s quite probalile, extemled more 
towards the south in those of Ivalinga. The name Odantapura did not then 
rc[)resent the real facts, for the town was far within the boundaries of Orissa 
and the royal vanity probaldy ordere<l the name to be at once changed. A 
musical name Chitrotpala was selectdl as the .sicred structures in the town 
had all tigures of lotu.ses at the top, and if the temples were exactlv of the 
.same design as the Black Pagoda, they also spnmg from a lotus IxUtom, 
cdleil Pulrna prishtha. Hiuen Th.sang, thus notices the same town Odanta- 
pura or Dantapura under the name Chelitalo. It is otherwise difficult to ex- 
[>lain how a big famous town could within a [)eriod of two centuries lose all 
its splendour .so as to escape the notice of the Chinese Pilgrim. If similaritv 
of names goes for anything, it may l)e mentii^ired that very close to the two 
villages Chit ra and Upala, there are also villages namel Utang and Danteer 
})re.serving the (3lder names of the ancient town. 

AVe thus see that not very far from the Black Pagoda is the site of one 
of the biggest and probably the oldest towns of Oris.sa, and it is, therefoi’e, no 
wonder that the biggest, and finest temple was constructed at the place. 



CHAPTER XIII

hurhi'i considered tint Telapidation was started either by an earth- 
tjiiake or bv lighnnng, ami on<'e a start was made the effects of weather and 
other causes rei pared little cime tx> complete the ruin. He says, “The origin 
of its dilapidation may obviously be ascribed either to an ejirthrpiake of to 
lightning, but many causes have concurred to accelerate the ])rogress of des- 
truction when once a beginning had Ijeen made. To say nothing of the 
effects of weather on a deserted buihiiug, and of the vegetation that alway.s 
takes root under such circumstances, it is clear that much injury has been 
done by the inhabitants of the neighbourhood,— in forcing out the iron clamps 
which held the stones together, for the sake of the metal, and it is well known 
that the officers of the ^larhatta (iovernment actually broke down a part of 
the walls, to procure materials for building some insignificant temples at 
Puri.”* 


Fero-usson ascribed the fall to a subsidence of foundations and Dr. 
Rajendralal is of the same opinion. The latter writes in his Antiquities of 
Orissa, “How the temple fell cannot be positively affirmed, but that the des-

shock of earthquake, there can he no donht. Lxception niiyht he taken to 
the earthquake theory as no effect of seismic comniotion is now visible on the

feet hii>'h wouM f>e very iliffenait from what it would hi^ on a 'qiiat four- 
sided room with stone walls from 1(( to tfO feet thick, and th(' tower miqht 
Well haye suffered when the room escaped without crack. It i' ditheult, 
however, to conceiye that the memory of so severe a seismic c-itastrophe coid'd 
he entirelv f(-)ru'otten. Xo slight (piake coidd knock down so solii] a struc- 
tui’c of stone as the temple niKjucstionahly was. and a quake sufficiei.t' v 
viii'orous ha’ the pur[)Ose must have Ixaai very exteusiyely felt, and certainly 
reniemhercd. But tradition is entirely silent in this res])e''t. and I am di'- 
posed. theiefore. to lay greater stress on the faulty character of the founda- 
tion. The "'round is cs'crywhere in this locality sandy, and. thonyh it is to 
he [iresumed that the architect ha<l taken some preeaution ayaiust the fault of 
the S(jil hv earr\ iny his founda.tion helow the le\el of the upper sandy laver. 
it is very likeK' that he failed f> rcaeh the s^alid earth helow, and. hu'Idiny on 
sand, rendered the chanci' of the foundation sinkine' ]>o'sihle. and that chanee 
overtook his work in time. It is certain that the ]>illars which supported the 
masi.Mirv ceiliny of the porch, did fall Ity tlie sinkiny oi' tla- ynaind on which 
they had heen huilt. Situated in the inidiile ol a squai’>- j’ooin \\ith stiaie 
walls Kt to 20 feet they could not l)reak hut hy 'inkiim'. a/id they liroiiqiu 
down the ceiliny alony with them. ^ 1 <■) force to knock them down 
Could he applied laterally which would lea\e the siile walls uninjured. It is 
ol)yious that itt falliny the uillais^ did not knock ayaiust the walls, and we can 
attriliute their fall only to the sinkiny of their l)ases. No other theory can 
suffice to explain the occurirnce. If so. what has uinjue'tionahlv ha]»pened in 
the ])orch. may he fairly assumed to hay<' occurreil in tlie temple. Mr. Ter- 
yussou is of this opinion. He saV'. '■|•’rom an examination of tin* ruins them- 
selves. I am inclined to think that tlie failure of the marshy foundation thal 
supported s.) enormous a mass was Iw far the most prohahle cause. Had the 
])lace heen suhjeet to eartlnpiakes, the totteriny frayment of the tower that 
still remains could scarcely have stood for two centuries, and liii'htnini;' could 
scarcely have shattered so enormous a pyramidal ma''. and was much more 
likel\' to have heen attra<'ted fw the iron-roofe<I porch than hy tlu’ tower 
which prohahly had no iron in it' conqiosition, while the ap])earance of tin; 
ruin is exactly that wliich wouhl result from a suhsidence of the foundation.’

Dr. Hunter al>o takes the >inkinn' of the foimdatiiiiis as the chief cause 
of the fall, ami ilouiit' if tin- temple was ever (ompleted. He 'UV' "the yreat 
tcnpile alone 'ur\'i\'e', ami e\'cn this seeni> ne\'er to ha\'e been comjih-ted, 
as the foundation of tl'.e inte)-nal jiillar> on which the heavy d<ane rested 
nave wav before the outer halD wvre tini'hed,' and an'ain"the lower ]nu-t 
of the roof, howev'.T. was supported not only by the superincumbent nui's 
behind, but also bv enormous monolithic pillars forty feet hiu'h. The 'andy 
ridn'e. the onlv foundation whi'-h the ru-chitect could find so near the shore, 
viclded under thesr' '.si't blocks. Hy decrees the columns sank, and the inner 
lavers of rhe roof. tliU' di-prived of part of the support tm which they depend- 
ed came down with a crash, f 

When Stirlinn' and Femusson visited the place in ISid and bS.'Ut 
n-spectivelv. a small section of the main tower was stamlimj', but this fell 
down, and the whole rliiny became a heap of stones before Dr. Hunter 
or Dr. Kajendralal Mitter saw it. The theory of non-completiou of the tower 
or its fall just after eompleti<')n was then started. This theory was coiisidt-red 
as continued bv the di'coverv of the statue of the sun-p'od found in the Xat- 
mandlr in HMD (dcscriln'd on pap'e dll) wdiich wais taken to Ite the statue 
meant for woi-'hip iti the Black Paifoda. but not installed as the tower fell 
down before consecration. J was also of this opiinon until the tower was 
ch-ared of the debri'. and the discovery of the Siidia-ana in it showed that 
it was not meant for the statue in the Xatmamlir. bc'ide- there ln-Iny other 
marks on the Sinhasana to show that 'worship had been m'line' on then

It evidently fell in, spreading ihe lehvis ■•('imd. .ihoni itself. i ho 
failure of foundations too could not have causiAl such a hcii\ y hulldinc- to 
collapse, unless the subsidence was on one side oid\-. aiid d' Cp cnDnyh to shift 
the vertical line through the centre of gravity to fall outside the stupemdous 
base of the temple. In this case also the <lebris should have fallen on one side 
(July, which was not the case. As a matter of fact, as cau Ije sceti now chat 
all the debris has Ijeea removed, there has not been any visible sinking of 
hnmdations. The theory seems to have its origin in the wrong idea that 
sandy soil did not make a good foundation. We know, however, that belojv 
the loose stuff on the surface.pure sand forms one of the best foundations, and 
the masonry of the temple has certainly been taken down much below the 
layer of the loose drifting sand. Dr. Hunter seems to have been i under the 
impression that for the sort of roofs we have on Orissan temples, internal 
pillars were necessary for support and it was the fad of these pillars that 
brought down the roof. This is just contrary to the principle on which these 
r(jofs are constructed, for the heavy top of the roof keeps the corbelling of the 
horizontal arch in position and once its weight is taken off by the pillars the

Mr. M. H. .Vrnott, Su[)erinteudinLi' Eim'ineer, aUo attri- 
butes the fall to Insutflcit'ncy of weiyht at the top. although he takes that as 
a fault of the oriyiual desiyn. He says, “it is iiearlv certain that the Deid 
fell from the sam(> cause, viz... that wlu-n the sand was removed front the 
interior, the weiyht abitve was not yreat euouyh to resist tin* inward teiidenev 
of the eorbeliimf to fall in. The heap of -tone-- i^ direct piviof that the rc'iilt 
of the catastrophe, wlieii it ditl take place, hurled the stones inwards and not 
outwards : had it been the latter, the heap would have bt^eii a scattered oiu'. 
instead of which it is a remarkably coinpai-t one."* When IMr. Arnott wrote 
this he was evidently under the impres-ioii that the temple ci.)llap'ed just af''er 
coinpletiou. d’his we know was not the ca-e. and tlu* tcmiple enjoveil wor-hip 
lor several centuries lietoi'e it tell (town. 1 he reciirds of the Puri temple 
say that in the time of Raja Mukumla Deva (ab uit .v. i). 1 odd ) the Moham- 
nuvlans under the ic aioclast Ivalapahar attacked Oris-a and tried to break the 
temple of Konarka. Xot beiny abh' to do so, they carried awav the copper 
Kalasa and Dhwaja. Whether they broke down the Amla also or whethei- it 
dropped of itself, haviny I lecn damayc<l l>y the attack, is not known, but it 
did not exist at the time the teni]>le was measured by the order ctf Xar-iny 
Deva (about A. 1 ).

It remained so, until a strong gale in (detoher 1N4N hroiight the whole thing 
down. The ceiling in thi' dagamohaii with its square jtillar'. which divided 
the room into a nave and aisles, also came ilown at this time. A record oF 
this is preserved in the Keport of the P)a[)tist l\Iis-ion in Ori'sa For the year 
]n 4N. puhli.'hed in 1M4!). It says. ••Proceeding to Kanerak wt; Found neilhei' 
\-illages nor markets on this part id' our journey, which however, liL'ted onlv 
two davs. or a part <.)f two days. Having surve 3 ’ed and t'xamined the wonder- 
ful ruins of the temi)le of the Sun. we turned towards the north. Since the 
period, to which these remarks refer, the tall, narrow shaft of a part of the 
tower of Black Pagoda has ])een hlown entirel\’ down, and nothing now 
remains, hut the IMooksala or entrance chamher. This shaft was overset hv 
the October gale. The stone roof of the Mooksala has also fallen in, and 
that splendid sjiecimen is not destined to survive many years. Kanerak will 
siton be a simple heap of stonc-s. ’ 

The grandest j)ago<la in Oris.sa thus buried itself completely within 
about a thousand years of its construction. (Jnlyaheap of debris and the dela- 
p'ldated porch in front remained to mark its position, the other subsidiary 
temples, the Xatmandir and the tcm]>lc of Mava-devi having already been 
buried under drift sand probabU’ over two centuries jireviously. 

'W eather and the vegetation growing on tlie Pcirch carried on their 
work oF disintegration, and stones From the Porch went on dropping nowand 
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AL;;iin. lii ISijO the Xava^uTalia architrave from the ea'tern cloor-\va\' 

fell d )\\ii. hilt wM' fi irniuately Tiuiiijiireil. 

Tile monolithic pillar known U' Arinia Sthamhlia, which i>. one of the 
rinc-t specimens of art wa< carried awav to Pnri. in the early part of the iSth 
centurw li\- the Mahrattas, and now forms an ornament in front of the Lions' 
n'ate of the temple of Jayannatli. 

I niav elo>e this ehajiter Iw mentioning that the origin of the load- 
'toiie theory of the fall of the temple, seems to be in the double meaning of 
the wonl Kumbha. It means a water-jar and is .synonymous with Kahisa. 
Al'o Kumbha ]iathar stamls for a load-stone. We know' the Mohammedan 
iu\ aders earrieil aw'ay the Ktimljlia or Kalasa of tlie temple, and after a long 
riiiu' had jiassed and the real fact' of tlie event had been forgi^tten, their 
booty was taken to lie a loa<l-stone. Tlie rest of the story it required no 
-}ieeial geniu> to frame. 



CHAPTER XIV. 


WORK OF PRESERVATTOX AXD RESTORATIOX. 

f E have seen in the last chaj^tci’ how by the year LShO. the temple ot 
Konarka was in almost complete ruins-. Its ))reservati(jn a])peare(l a 
hopeless task without very heavy expenditure. So iu order to pre-ervt' 
the memor}’ of the gTand pag’o<la in an easily accessilile place, it \vas 
pro]K:)sal to carry the Xavagraha architrave of the eastern do(.>r to Calentta 
to be placed in the Iiulian Museum. The allotment made for the work, 
however, sufficed to take it only to a short distance, jast outside the com - 
p(.»und wall. 

In 18S1 Sir S. C. Baylev, wished that steps betaken to preserve the 
tem[)le at a small ex[)ense. This was not considered ])o-sible, ami the 
onlv work done was that the figures of horses, lioim and elei>haurs whi(,'h were 
originally set up in parts at the southern, eastern and n(.)rtheni doorwa\> 
of the Jagamohaii res[)e<'tively. but were at this tinu* lying at tho'C doonvav'. 
were removed to a short distance on those si<lcs and erected on platfonns built 
for the pur|>ose, facing the doorways they were uriginallv guarding. 

In l<S9i the ([uestiou of pre>erving the temple again arose ap})arentlv 
at the instigation of the Trimtevs of the Indian Museum. but the consideration of 
cost again stopped the proposal. Only the Xavagraha stone was carried a 
few chains further, after s[>Iitting the heavy slab longitudinally into two 
to reduee the weight of the carving. 

The re-<il work of prcsiiawation commenced under the Oovennuent of 
Sir John AVoo(ll)uni. It was [)roj)ostsI that the Xavagraha stone, which was 
in the meaiirime carried some chains further towards the x.-a. l)e brought l)aek 
and set up in it^ original poJtioii on the temple. Owing however to the 
tottering condition of the eastern door-wav, it was not consideiv*d expedient 
to do this until thorough re[)airs were done, and the stom^ is King now 
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■where it was left on its way to Calcutta. The excavation of sand round 
-alxait the daganiohan was l)egim in 1901, and line carvings hegan to come out 
one after the other, in the same way as in davs of vurc fourteen Ratnas were 
■ohtaine<l hy churning the Ocean. The horses of the chariot of the sun-god 
were brought to view, as also some of the wheels, which showed that the 
temple was meant to represent a Vimana ( chariot). As alrcadv >aid else- 
where, these had been under sand for at least three centuries. The portion 
•of the beautiful plinth towards the east <tf the marth and south flights of the 
stcjas was alsit o])eued out. The Xatmandir was also ex])osed. without its 
roof. This jiroved the incorrectness of the tradition which said that the 
Ivonarka laiilding was bodily i.'arried to Puri by the Mahrattas and rebuilt as 
the Bhogamandapa there in the middle of the 17th centurv (vide Dr. Rajen- 
dralal Mitter's Antiquities of Orissa Yolume II, page 1:10). It was found 
that the two huge figures of lions from the eastern doorway of the Jaga- 
mohan which were set u[) in 1S81 along with the horses and elephants from 
the other doorway, were exactly over the Natmandir, and the clearing of 
debris and sand from the inside of that building was stopped. 

The rpiestion now arose how the Jagannfiiaii was to be ])reserved. for 
it was badly damaged, especially on the south side, as will be seen from Plate 
IV and the section in [date III. The eastern and the northern doorways 
were also damaged. Stones fnam the inner portion of the roof were dro[)- 
ping every now and then. The damage done to the walls caused unecpial 
[)ressure to be brought on to individual stones which consequently began to 
get crushed. The building could not iii fact, be left to it^elf without a colla[>!-e 
in no very distant future. It was at first pro[H)sed to fill in the inside of the 
buihling with hand packed stones up to a height of 40 feet, and then build a 
central pillar to sup[)ort the roof. This [proposal was afterwards given up, as 
it was found the pillar could not stop but rather hol[), the falling in of the 
corbelled roof of the horizontal arch pattern. It was then decided to fill the 
inside up to the top with sand after closing the doorways, and lining the walls 
all round with dry stone masonry, 15 feet wide, to counterbalance the enor- 
mous horizontal thrust of the sand. The inner portion of the roof, which 
was badly damaged e<[)ecially on the south and west sides, was to be re[)aired. 
This latter work was rather difficult, but it was, I may say, well managed. For 
filling work the northern door which was in better condition than the other 
two was ke[)t open, the other two having been closed. An o[)ening was left 
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ill the drv masonry linin«- also and jtrovided with girder lintels s<) that the 
mas(jnrv could he taken up to the roof. The room being cpiite dark after the 
eastern and southern doors were closed, the work had to be d(jne with lamp 
lights in day time. After the masonry was completed, sand filling was done 
to such a height as could be managed through the northern door which was 
afterwards clost^l. The work could now be done only through the hole made 
in the pyramidal roof on the western side by the fall of the main tower. It 
was not (fuite safe to enter. I remember how once soon after my coming out 
through the hole a big stone fell, which would have killed me on the s])ot 
had I not been fortunate enough toljc out of the way in time. Sc' Ijefore the 
work was stai-te<l through the hole it was archetl in and made secure. This 
hole was in its turn closed after the work of sand filling that could be done 
through it Avas done. To complete the sand filling a o inch hole was made 
vertically fiamv the to[) by means of a diamond drill. This was i.i feet in 
length, ami sand was poureil tlmough it by mciUi' of funnel. In the pyi-a- 
niidal roof two hole' about T-0'’xl'-0’' were left in the original construc- 
tion probabh' for veutilati<>u. Through them the sand ])oured tlirough the 
hole made in the top was .stirre<l by means of bauiboo-. as far as ]>os'ible so as 
to spread it even!}'. 

Besides the masonry and sand filling inside, a ha of patch-work tvith 
masonry had to bo done outside to support and strengthen tiu* tottering 
portions. The southern doorway had to be closed with a strong buttressi'd 
i wall. This of course gaye a flat and inartistic look to the AVork. but it could 
' not be helped, as that tiortion of the buiMing AA'as in a A*ery dangerous condi- 
tion. The urgent work of ])reserving the Jagamohan Avas completed early in 

The damaged [lortions and the Avork done can be .seen on the Plates 
y, \T and XL On the j)hotographs the new AA’ork can at once be found out 
from its c<ilour. 

The big lions on the to[) <tf the Xatmaixdir Avere a,!s() taken doAvn and 
placed in front of it' eastern steps. Sand and debris Avere then remoA'cd from 
inside of it and the four finely ornamented pillars, together Avith the statue 
of the sun-god (de.scribed on ])age .SO) Avere brought to light. 

The next Avork taken up early in lOOb aa'us the remoA'al of the stone 
heap to the Avest of the Jagamohan, in order to bring to yicAV the portion of 
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the main tower still :^tallhin^•. The handlinir and lowering of the heavy 
j-tones without damaging the fine sculjnure on the wall^ and 2)linth required 
great care. The big chlorite statues of the .sun on the sides of the main 
tem2)le and structures in fnjnt of them were then exposed. The latter were 
much dilajiidated and were made safe. The chlorite statues were also made 
secure by jiroviding them with masonry all round. The inside of the main 
tower was cleared of debris and tlie grand Singhasana, one of the be.^t chlorite 
finds at the place, was exposed. The entrance door of the tower having been 
cl(wed with the Jagamohau there was no way to go into it. A small stair- 
case was therefore 2)rovided to allow access to it from the ])resent top of the 
broken tower. The cornice over the ea'-tern doorway of the Jagamohan 
apjieared to be in a tottering condition and was secured by means of two 
abutments corbelled at the toj) to support the stone> above. Some masonry 
work was also done on the west side of the Mohan. 

After the stone heap was removed and the main tower was exposed, 
it was neces>arv to rem<.)ve the sand and debris for some di>tance all round 
in onler to open our the lowest line of the ]>linth. There was also clo^e 
towards the west a small numnd of sand and stones, the contents of Avhich 
it was considered necessary t<j examine. ()n removing the sand and debris 
the mound 2)roved to be of much bigu'er size, and it Avas found that it con- 
tained the ruins of another temple of e(2ual grace and workmau'hi]) although 
smalha- in size. This was the temj)le of Mayadevi the Chief female divinity 
of the jilace. 1 he whole of this temple has ikjw been eXj)osed. excc|tt a 
2)ortion of the {ilinth. 

Along Avith the AA’ork of un-earthing and preserving the temjile was 
starred a {)lantation of Cassarina and Poonang trees all round the eomp(Aund 
in order to check the drift saml coming in. '1 he trees ha\ e iioav grown to a 
o-ood size and have been quite effective in sto[iping the drifting in of the 
sand. 


Some AA'orks still remain to be done, and liaA'e eitlier been sanctioned 
or proiHjsed. The broken wall of the temple and the Xatmandir have to be 
2)reserved b\' terracing over their top. so .as not to allow \Aater to enter. The 
rlaa'anwAhan requires some more j).arch-w'ork of masonry to strengtlteai some 
of the ju’ojectiug jiieces. A lightning conductiAr is also necessarv as 
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Avithin the last ten years the temple was twice struck l>y li^litning. Clearing 
of a little more sand all roiind the minor temples will })erhaps l>e required to 
open out the whole of the plinth. A shed is also urgently re([uired to keep 
the fine sculpture and statues that have been picked up from the debris. His 
Honour the Lieutenant* Governor has sanctioned the replacing of the Nava- 
graha stone in its original position. The work is only waiting for funds. 

It is worth while to mention that in this removing of sand and debris 
and the work of preservation of the Black Pagoda, Government has spent 
up to date the large sum of Rs. 96,000, excluding the services of the officers 
of the Departments concerned. It deserves the hea rt felt thanks of the 
Indians in general and the people of Orissa in particular for bringing out and 
preserving at such an expense one of the finest works of their long forgotten 
art. 
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
